T '^anjlation of a Letter from the Nabob 
to the Gofoertm’, Dated Msurch 26, 
1762. 

“ OUR friendly letter, dated 

^ Y ^ the 17th of Shaaban, I have 
received, and I rejoice at the 
news of your welfare. You wrote that, 
** Mr. Ellis applied to Mharajah Raje- 
bullub, as Naib of Azimabad, and ob- 
tained from him a letter to Shujan Sing, 
the Kelladar of Mongheer, which he 
fent him; and that the Mharajah know-

ing himfelf to be Naib, wrote a letter 
and gave it j that the Kelladar would not 
fufFer the ferjeant to go into the fort to 
look after the foldiers, and made a dillur- 
bance for a trifling affair ■, that I fhould 
write a perwannah to the faid Kelladar, 
and order him to fuffer the fort to be 
fearched for the foldiers ; and that he be 
punifhed in cafe they be found there.” 

Whatever you write is proper : yet, 
from my firft acceffion to the govern- 
ment, I have perceived, that many Englifh 
gentlemen were ill affedted to me, and 
that the country was not in my own hands. 
The caufe of the difaffedlion of thofe 
gentlemen I know not ; you may. The 
caufe of the country’s not being in my 
hands is this ; that from the fadlory of 
Calcutta to Coffimbuzar, Patna and 
Dacca, all the Englifh chiefs, with their 
gomaflahs, officers and agents, in every 
diflridl of the government, adt as col- 
ledlors, renters, zemindars and taalook- 
dars, and fetting up the Company’s 
colors, allow no power to my officers. 
And befides this, the gomaftahs and o- 

ther 
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ther fervants in every diflrift, in every 
gunge, perganah and village, carry on 
a trade in oil, fiih, ftraw, bamboos, rice, 
paddy, beetle-nut, and other things j 
and every man with a Company’s duftuck 
in his hand, regards himfelf as not lefs 
than the Company. In this cafe I never 
can have any authority as long as I live. 
Neverthelefs I believed, and aflured my- 
felf, that you would not liften to what 
llanderers might fay of my proceedings ; 
and that whenever I write to you about the 
oppreffions of the gomaftahs, you would 
punifli and keep them within bounds. 
But now, from the letters which I have 
twice received from you, it is evident, 
that whatever I write, you regard as a 
falfehood and that whatever thofe gen- 
tlemen write, with a view of vilifying 
me, and rendering me contemptible, 
that you give credit to. I have no re- 
medy. 

Rajebullub as Naib might have 
written, and given a letter about fuch 
an affair, when I was not within two or 
three days journey of Patna ; but whilft 
B 2 lam 
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I am at hand, what authority has he to 
proceed in fuch an affair without my 
knowledge ? Therefore he ftrongly de- 
nies that he wrote fuch a letter, as you 
muft have known before this from his 
letter which I fent you. This circum- 
ftance ought to be enquired into ; be- 
caufe, if he did write, and give fuch a 
letter, and then deny it to me, it is 
certain that he had a defign to difturb 
the friendfhip between us j and in that 
cafe I will punifh him as he deferves, as 
a warning to other incendiaries. 

How could Shujan Sing give liberty 
to any one to enter the fort ? There is 
a great difference between fending a com- 
pany and a Angle ferjeant ; fince, from the 
union between us, I look upon the Com- 
pany’s forces as my own, and their forts 
and mine as the fame ; in this bufinefs 
one note or one ferjeant would have been 
fufficient. What occafion was there for 
lending a company ? I myfelf have never 
entertained a European in the fort, and 
what power has Shujan Sing to entertain 
any without my knowledge ? What fer- 

vice 
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vice could my dffairs reap from four or 
five Europeans ? Or what important em- 
ployment could I give them, that I fhould 
offend my friends for fo trifling an occa- 
fion ? And fince I well know, and you 
yourfelf are fenlible, that if I fhould ap- 
ply to you for two or four hundred Eu- 
ropeans, you would immediately grant 
them ; why fhould I entertain four or 
five in fecret ? And what is Shujan Sing’s 
fault ? I have not allowed entrance into 
the fort j the reafon is, that Mr. Ellis 
commits open afts of hoflility againfl: 
me, raifes calumnies againfl me, corre- 
fponds with my enemies, and inflead of 
a Angle letter fends two hundred feepoys ; 
and all that he has written to you is ut- 
terly falfe, I have made a ftridl enquiry, 
and I am certain there is not an Englifh 
deferter in the fort of Mongheer. Till 
you and the gentlemen of the council 
do me juflice in this affair, and fend me 
fome perfon from Calcutta to enquire in- 
to it, and bring the flanderers to fhame, 
I will upon no account permit the fort 
to be fearched. That gentleman has in- 
B 3 vented 
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vented this falfe charge againft me to- 
day ; and you upon his information, 
without any enquiry, order me to let the 
fort be fearched. Another day, if he 
writes that a dependant of yours, or an 
European, is concealed in my tent or 
houfe, and that I am an enemy of the 
Company’s, you will believe him, mif- 
truft me, and order me to fuffer a fearch 
to be made there likewife.” 

ExtraSi of a Letter from the Nabob to 
the Governor. Dated ^zy 24, 1762. 

** "VT’ O U write me, that ** by carry- 
A ing on fo long a correlpondence 
in fo trifling an affair, which is nothing 
more than, whether fearch fhall be made 
for fome European deferters j from 
whence you perceive, it is the intention 
of fome defigning perfons to breed a dif- 
fenfion between me and the Company j 
that if Shujan Sing had permitt^ the 
ferjeant to go into the fort, and look 
for the deferters, there would have been 
an end of the difpute ; that I Ihould be- 
lieve you firm to the treaty and your en- 
gagements.

gagements, nor Hearken to the fuggef- 
tions of defigning perfons, but remove 
them from me.” 

Though I have ever continued firm 
to the treaty, and to riiy engagements ; 
though I have maintained my faith to 
you invinlable With my heart and foul j 
and atft refolved whilft I live to perfe - 
terfe in the duties of friendfhip ; yet Mr- 
Eliis, from his inveterate ehtoity againft 
me, invents falfehoods, and Writes theni 
<6 you. It grieves me, that you (hould 
pay inch regard to what he writes, con- 
tlude every thing that I Write to be falft, 
and frill tell toe to let the fbtt be fearch- 
ed i and treat this affair, which is the 
greateft mark of indignity and diftruft, 
as a trifle. 

It is amazing you have not difoo- 
vered who is the defigning perfon be- 
tween you and me. I have no defign- 
ing perfon about me. If upon enquiry 
any filch be difeovered, I will punifh 
him as he deferves. If I write, that fuch 
a perfon in your fociety is the defigning 
man, you will not belidve nie. Before 
B 4 this. 
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this, I fent you inclofed a letter of the 
Nabob Salar Jung’s, Naib of the Vizir, 
from thence you muft have feen what 
perfon is an enemy to my country and 
life. You are my protedtor ; and your 
chief fitting at Patna writes in enmity to 
me to the court i and proclaims with aloud 
voice in publick company, that “lam 
going to the fouth, and that he will fend 
two thoufand Europeans, who fiiall le- 
vel the fort of Mongheer with the earth i 
that his Majefty is about to reftore the 
Nabob Jaffier Alice Cawn, or the family 
of Serfraz Cawnj that he has written 
letters to the Company, and it will be 
feen what anfwer will arrive.” How 
long fliall I write on thefe matters ? Or 
what profit do I get by writing ?” 

ExtraSi of a Letter from Lieutenant Iron- 
fide to the Governor, Dated April 27, 
1762. 

“ this morning Mr. Haf- 

X-/ tings arrived at Mongheer. A- 
■ bout a mile and a half from the town 
he found a party of ours encamped, con- 
fining

lifting of one fe'ijeant, and a compleat 
company of feepoys, who came fome 
time in February lall, and remained 
here by order. By a ftrift prohibition, 
of the Nabob, produced by the Kella- 
dar, they have been conftantly refufed 
admittance into the fort •, and whenever 
they approach the town, either Angle or 
in Imall bodies, the gates are always 
clofed againft them. The ieijeant men- 
tions to have received notice about tiic 
latter end of February of two Europe- 
ans, who were faid, by the town’s peo- 
ple, to be then in the place ; but that 
he himfelf has never feen them, nor 
heard of them fince, any where about 
the country. 

In confequence of yours and Mr. 
Haftings’s orders, I was in the fort to- 
day for fome hours, the ferjeant and two 
feepoys with me, who, as well as my- 
felf, were acquainted with the place. We 
difperfed feveral ways, and made a ftrid: 
but ineffeftual fearch. 

One European indeed I met with, a 
lame Frenchman, who has been a long 

while 
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while in the Nabcib’s fervke j Who lolt 
anirfm in it, and tells me, he was fent 
to this garrifon about fix lliobtbs ago. I 
examined this man vei*y ^rtkularly 
concerning the dclcfters, and accoMipa- 
nkd my queftions with prottiifes of free- 
dom, and a handfome recompence, if he 
would difeover to me where they were : 
hnt he abfolutely afiufed me, that there 
was not only none here at prefent, but 
that he had deter feett A fi^le Burope- 
an m the fort fine'e his coming. 

Upod enquiring in the town, fhd 
£aite anlwers were returned. From 
dide accounts 1 am apt to believe, what- 
ever defertefs may hate taken flicker 
there, they have been long gone from 
dience. The extretUe miiery of the 
wreech, to whom I c^ered the gratuity, 
kems to confirm fbis opinion, fince he 
fearedy would have reje^d fucb terms 
of prOfe<!tiott and reward, for declaring 
what could in no manner afle^ him to 
his detriment. He is very anxious for 
his liberty, whkh Mr. Hafiings intends 
to fiillkit fsr to the Nabob.” 


The 
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The ftile of Mr. Ellis’s letters, was 
evidently calculated to inflame the minds 
of fuch df the members of the Board, 
as had taken up the fame prejudices a- 
gainft the Nabob with himjfelf, and were 
ready to fecond his views. According- 
ly, upon all occafions, when thele re- 
prefentations were received from Patna, 
Ibme one was always ready to propoie 
the moil violent measures ; for exain- 
ple, when advice was received from IVfe. 
Ellis, of the feepoys being refufed ad- 
mittance into Mongheer fort, to fearch 
for the deferters, it was propofed, that 
an additional number of troops fliould 
be lent to fc^ce an entrance > and when 
Coja Antoon (fent down prifoner by 
Mr. Ellis, for purchaflng five maunds 
of fidt-petre) arrived in Calcutta, it was 
moved fome, that he fliould be 
publkrkly whipped ; and Mr. Jcdinftonc 
ftrongly urged, that he fliould have his 
ears cut off and as there was at this 
time a large majority of the Board in 
this difpofition, or I may radier fay that, 
at this time, I had not even one to fup- 

port 
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port me, I was in continual apprehen- 
fions, that feme violent meafures would 
isjee place* and make an irreparable 
br^ch between us and the Nabob ; I 
therefore made it my ftudy, by mode- 
ratipo, to abate this violent fpirit which 
prevailed. I forbore to make any re- 
oiarks on the fteps which had been taken 
by Mr. Ellis, and could not then be re- 
medied i and rather feemed to approve 
of what was pafled, to prevent their 
going to greater lengths, and keep 
things quiet upon the footing they then 
were, until orders could be received 
from the Company. Guided by this 
principle, when Coja An toon arrived in 
Calcutta, I joined with the reft of the 
Board, in approving of Mr. Ellis’s feiz- 
inghimj and by that conceffion, brought 
them to agree to his being fent back to 
the Nabob, and referred to him to be 
punilhed. In the fame manner, when 
the feepoys, fent by Mr. Ellis to fearch 
the fort of Mongheer, were refufed ad- 
mittance, and had pofted themfelves at 
four or five miles diftance, I '^agreed 

with 
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with the Board; in ordering them to re- 
main there quiet, until an officer was 
admitted to fearch for the deferters j and 
by repeated reprefentations to the Na- 
bob, of the neceffity of his acquiefcing 
fo far, at length obtained his confent. 
This explanation of the reafons of my 
condu^, on thefe^^afions, feemed ne- 
cellary, as I think 1 am inore liable to 
cenfure, for having fo far approved of 
Mr. Ellis’s unjuftifiable proceedings, than, 
for all the fupport I have given the Na- 
bob, in the exercife of his due authori- 
ty, although I have been frequently re- 
proached with havingdefendedthe rights 
of his government, be)Kmd the bounds 
of juflice. ; 

Notw.ithstAvIJ.® ING all the af- 
fiirances I could give the Nabob, he 
was made fo extremely uneafy by thele 
continual infults, that his own people, 
and the whole country, .qould. not help 
obferving it. Thofe ^ho were difaffleft- 
ed about his perfon, did npt lofe thfe op- 
portunity of encouraging Kis enemies by 
reporting, that the Englifh were on the 

point 
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point of breaking with him j that they 
hsd fent an army againft Mongheer fort ; 
that more forces were coming up from 
Calcutta; and Aat he, unable to con- 
tend with the Engli/h, was refolved not 
to return from the Bowjepoor country, 
but retire into the Deccan. At the fame 
ti rne, dicy were ccntinually inhnuating 
to ^e Nabob, that Mr. Ellis was adual- 
refolved to attack him, and that Co- 
Icmel Coote was coming up with the iame 
defign *. It is not to be wondered, that 
loch reports, corroborated by the inhilts 
Mr. Ellis had actually committed, ^hould 
crea|e inthe Nabob ftrong fulpieions j and 

altho' 

■ * About this time a confpiracy was detefled a- 
gainft Ae Nabob’s perfon ; which was carried on 
by SetfUram Dewan, Sheik Sadoolla Jemmatdar 
(two of the Nabob’s chief confidents) and Narain 
Sing, and Muttroomul Hircarras. It was difeo- 
vered by fome intercepted letters from the confpira- 
ttas to Pulwan Sing, and the other rebel zemindars 
of B^jepoor. I fhall infert only one of them, 
which will ferve to filew, by the arguments made 
'ufeof, the unhappy confequences of Ellis’s con- 
duift, and the encouragement it gaye to the Na- 
bob's enemies.

T Loiio much to fee yon, I have already wrote 

St yoa the particular^ which you have douht- 
lels fera64< God g^aat you ioon return 
your own cpuatry, and their is grj^t probability 
that will foon happen, for the Nahob Coffim Alice 
Cawn, and the Europeans, are at variance; and 
Mr. Ellis (chief of the Engli&fafbory at Patna) and 
Goorgheea Cawn, are great enemies to vach other j 
and Mr. Ellis has fent an army ef feepoys to take 
Mongheer fort. In this iituation the Nabob cannot 
remain in this country. It appears, that he will 
take the Delly road, on account of the dilutes 
between hijn an^ the Europeans, Shvja Dmvlawijl 
Ihortly be in pofleffion of this province, ^d you 
will be in pofleffion of your zemiijdarree ; fo tnake 
yourfelf quite eafy.” 

As foon as the Nabob had pofleffion of tiicfe let- 
ters, he fummoned Seeteram into his prefencje ; 
charged hin^ with his criine, in the prefence of 
feveral hundreds of people, many of them of dif- 
tiniSIion, whp were aflembled on this occafion, and 
produced other proofs of his guilt. He appealed 
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him and the Company j yet he had ex- 
jj^rienced that my power was not fuffi- 
cient, and that he depended, as he ob- 
ferved in feveral of his letters, on the 
will of many, and fome of thofe his ir- 
reconcileable enemies. 

Nothing is fo difficult as to re- 
move fufpicions of this kind when once 
tiiey have taken root, efpecially if there 
be any advifers who have an intereft in 
fomenting the quarrel. In fuch a cafe, 
every affurancp of friendffiip is reprc- 
fented as a de^p to deceive and un- 
guard, and then to take an advantage ; 
and when fuch reprefentations can be 
ftrengthened with notorious inftances of 
recent affronts, there is hardly a poffi- 
bility they ffiould not gain credit. 

Whilst 

to the affembly for their fentence on him, which 
was unanimous, that he was guilty, and deferved 
to fuffer death ; and he was executed accordingly. 
A few days after Narain Sing, and Muttroomul, 
underwent the fame trial, and the fame fate. Sheik 
Sadoolla, who was encamped at fome diftance, re- 
fufed to obey the fummons. The Nabob detached 
a body of forces againft him, with orders to bring 
him before him alive or dead. He ftood upon his 
defence, and was killed. 
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Whilst thefe commotions were en- 
couraged at Patna, the enemies of the 
Nabob were not idle below ; they in- 
vented a large parcel of letters, and 
handed them to Mr. Batfon, chief of 
Coflimbuzar, as copies of a correfpon- 
dence between the Nabob, his uncle 
Torab Alice Cawn (who was his deputy 
at Moorlhedabad) and Coja Petrus, an 
Armenian merchant of Calcutta. Thefe 
Mr. Batfon tranfmitted to the Board ; 
they brought with them many marks of 
forgery, but one in particular, which 
was fufficient to convince me, as they 
fpoke of a man, who was faid to have 
been fent with a melTage from the Na- 
bob to me, of which man and meflage 
I had never heard. However, all my 
aflurances had little weight with minds 
filled with fuch warm prejudices j and 
it had well nigh been refolved to feize 
Coja Petrus, and all his papers, upon 
no better evidence than thefe fuppofed 
copies, although confuted by their own 
contents. However, it was agreed to 
proceed on an enquiry with the greateft

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fecrecy, in order to arrive at fome proof ; 
but the more we enquired, the ftronger 
was the appearance of forgery, although 
■we could not pofitively trace it to the 
firft author. 

Such pains taken to fow diffenfions 
and jealoufies on both fides, could not 
fail to produce a quarrel, and that very 
Ihortly. Although the Nabob confent- 
ed to all that I propoled, with refped: to 
Coja An toon, that he fliould be difmif- 
fed his fervice j and with rcfpedt to the 
deferters, that an officer fent by me 
fhould fearch the fort of Mpngheer. Yet 
fuch reiterated affronts left upon his 
mind a fixed refentment and extreme 
uneafinefs, and gave him an unhappy in- 
ftance of the ftrength of the party op- 
pofed to him, and of my inability to fe- 
cure him againfl their open and fecret 
defigns. And on our part, although I 
was convinced myfelf, that the Nabob had 
neither the means nor the inclination to 
fet himfelf up againft us ; yet fo many 
reports were fpread about of an approach- 
ing rupture, that many muft neceffarily 
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be deceived ; feme for want of an op- 
portunity of being better informed, and 
more by depending on the information 
of fuch, as were always willing to be- 
lieve what they wiflied, and therefore 
gave that turn to every piece of intelli- 
gence however inconfillent with reafon.

T hings could not ftand long up- 
on the point to which they were 
now brought. Every word and aftion 
of the Nabob’s was conftrued into a de- 
claration of a defign againft the Englifh j 
and particularly from the chief and coun- 
cil at Patna fuggeftions of this kind were 
frequent ; whilft, on the part of the Na- 
bob, every ordinary motion of ours was 
reprefented to him in fuch colors, as 
would moft add to his apprehenfions of 
our intending to break with him. This 

lurking 
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lurking difeafe, if not fpeedily removed, 
muft foon break out with violence ; and 
the mofl: effeftual remedy I judged, 
would be to fend a perfon, in whom the 
Nabob had great confidence, to aflure 
him, that his fufpicions of our intend- 
ing to break with him were groundlefs ; 
to defire him not to give ear- to thofe 
who fludied to reprefent every thing in 
the word; light ; to advife him to forget 
what had palTed between him and Mr. 
Ellis and finally to endeavor to bring 
about a reconciliation between them •, in 
which good work I hoped Mr. Ellis 
would readily join. With thefe views 
I propofed to the Board, to fend Mr. 
Hadings qn a deputation to the Nabob ; 
which was agreed to, and the following 
indrudlions prepared.

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Copy of the Governor and CounctP s In- 
Jiru&ions to Mr. Haftings. Dated Cal- 
cutta, March 15, 1762. 

** T^E have obfervcd, for fome time 
▼ V paft, an uneafinefs or jealoufy 
in the Nabob’s conduct, which we can 
attribute to nothing but the falfe reports 
and reprefentations of mifchievous per- 
fons j and being defirous of convincing 
him, that we with for nothing more, 
than to preferve the prefen t tranquility 
of the country, to avoid all difputes, 
and to conform to the terms of the trea- 
ty fubfifting between him and the Com- 
pany. We think proper to depute you, 
in whom the Nabob has great confi- 
dence, to make him thofe alTurances on 
our behalf. 

At the fame time we fhould be ex- 
tremely glad to difcover who have been 
the lecret authors of this growing jea- 
loufy. We imagine, there may be fome 
as well amongft the perfons living under 
our proteftion, as about the Nabob’s 
perfon. You may alfure the Nabob, that 

we 
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we fliall fcverely punifh thofe who be- 
long to us, whenever we can fix the 
guilt i and you will ftrenuoufly recom- 
mend to him to do the fame on his 
part. 

The fooner you can fet out on this 
commiffion the better, that the bad ef- 
feSs, which the want of confidence be- 
tween us and the Nabob might occafion 
in the country, may be prevented.” 

The next Council day but one, Mr. 
Amyatt made a motion in the following 
terms. 

** Mr. Amyatt recollcfts the Prefi- 
dent mentioned, that twenty lacks of 
rupees were promifcd by Coflim Alice 
Cawn to the Board j but that he would 
not confent to this money’s being re- 
received till the debt to the Company 
was paid : as that is now fatisfied, Mr. 
Amyatt is of opinion, it ihould be made 
a part of Mr. Haftings’s infirucftions, to 
endeavor to recover the promifed twen- 
ty lacks of rupees ; and when recover- 
C 4 ed. 
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ed, that inftead of being diftributed a- 
mongft the members of the Board, which 
could not fail railing a fufpicion, that our 
aflents to the revolution were bought, 
the money Ihould be brought to the cre- 
dit of the Company.” 

As Mr. Amyatt could not fincerely 
think the Company had a right to make 
fuch a demand upon the Nabob, it is 
impoffible to affign any other reafon for 
this motion, than an intention of fruf- 
trating, by fo unjuft and vexatious a dif- 
pute, the good end propofed from Mr. 
Haftings’s deputation, and effedually 
ftiutting up all the ways of reconcilia- 
tion, by a demand, which every one 
knev/ the Nabob would rejed: with afto- 
nifhment. However, Meffieurs John- 
ftone and Hay joined heartily in this 
demand j and whether they thought ma- 
jor Carnac’s opinion would add weight 
to their refolutions, or whether they 
were unwilling to deprive him of a lhare, 
in every opportunity of infulting the 
Nabob i or whether it was the major’s 

own 
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own defire to be a party on this occafion, 
it was moved that he fiiould be called 
to the Board, although it is very certain, 
according to the Company’s regulations, 
he could not fit there on fuch a fubjedt- 

The 

* The following is the fubftance of the debate, 
upon the motion for calling major Carnac to the 
Board upon this occafion. 

Mr. Johnftone moves, that the opinion of the 
colonel and major fliould be alked, with regard to 
the inftru£lions to be given to Mr. Haftings. 

The queftion being put, whether the colond 
and major fhould be defired to attend ? 

Mef. Hay, Johnftone and Amyatt are of opi- 
nion, the Company’s intention, in their fixty-third 
paragraph, mentioning military affairs and matters, 
relative thereto, implies, that colonel Coote and 
major Camac are to be prefent, and confulted ift 
affairs of fuch publick nature, as deputations, 
liances, and in drawingup inftruSions, for whoever 
may be fent in fuch publick charafter, on the part 
of the Board, when the national honor, and the 
Company’s bufmefs, are interefted. The Governor 
thinks, that the Company’s inftrudions, in the 
fixty-fourth paragraph of their commands, of the 
13th of March, 1761, are very plain, that neither 
colonel Coote, nor major Carnac, are members ei- 
ther of the Board, or Seleft Committee, excepting 
in cafes where military affairs only are under de- 
bate. 
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The opinions given by the feveral 
members, and by myfelf, with refpcit 
to the propofed demand, were thefe fol- 
lowing. 


Mr. Hay’r Minute. 

** As it appears to me, from the Pre- 
fident’s declaration, that the bond for 
this money was given to the members of 
the Board, that were then prefent in 
Calcutta, and that Mr. Holwell was 
one of them j from its being the only 
advantage gained by the treaty with Cof- 
fim Allee Cawn, except his promife to 
get the Nabob Meer Jaffier Allee Cawn 
to make over the revenues of the lands,

.bate. Thefe are the words of the Company’s let- 
ter, and need no explanation j and are apparently 
intended to limit the meaning of the word relative^ 
which Hands in the foregoing paragraph, and which 
can be underftood only of negotiations to be carried 
on with any foreign power, with a view to feme pro- 
jected military operation. He thinks the inftruc- 
tions to Mr. Haftings are no ways relative to mili- 
tary affairs ; yet it is not at all difagreeable to him 
to have the advice of thofe gentlemen, if the reft 
of the Board think it will be for the good of the 
Company.” 


r 
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now poflelTed by the Company, for the 
maintenance of our troops in his fer- 
vice ; and that the only expence and rifle 
of putting in Coflim Allee Cawn, for 
which he promifed and gave a bond 
for thefe twenty lacks, muft fall on the 
Company. I think, that they have an 
undoubted right to the money, and that 
it ihould be demanded of the Nabob on 
their account; and in cafe he refufes 
payment on account of the bond’s being 
returned, that he Ihould be made to un- 
derftand, that it was returned without 
proper authority, and not by an order of 
the Board.” ' 

Mr. Johnftone’/ Minute. 

“ Mr. Johnftone thinks Mr. Hafl- 
ings Ihould be dire< 5 ted to aik this fum, 
promifed by Coffim Allee Cawn, in con- 
fequence of fervice to be rendered him 
by the reprefentatives of the Company, 
and by their power and influence, which 
may therefore be confidered as the Com- 
pany’s due j otherwife, the proceedings 
of their fervants, in the advancement of 

Coflim 
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Coffim Allee Cawn, would be liable to 
the fufpicion, that their motives were 
other than thofe they have declared ; - 
that when Coffim Allee Cawn tendered 
his bond to the members thgn prefent in 
Calcutta, the Company might have ex- 
pelled their agents to have accepted and 
transferred it to their account, from the 
lame Ipirit of difintereftednefs, as the 
only immediate advantage then offered, 
elpecially as the Company ran the rilk, 
and fupplied the force and expence re- 
quired for this revolution : and he joins 
in opinion with Mr. Hay, that as the 
bonds were not returned by a regular 
deed of the council, the amount may 
Hill be demanded and recovered of the 
Nabob.” 

Major Carnac is of opinion, the 
demand propofed to be made to the Na- 
bob, by Meffieurs Amyatt, Johnftone, 
and Hay, of the twenty lacks, ought to 
be done, were it only in j unification of. 
themfeives; for, however innocent the 
gentlemen of the Board may be, the 
world probably imagines, that they have 

all 
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all received Ibme pecuniary confidera- 
tion, in return for having appointed Cof- 
fim Alice Cawn to the Subahdarree ; 
whereas, from this demand being made, 
the contrary will appear upon record. If 
the Nabob %efufes, which I think he 
will and ought, we are juftilied at once ; 
and if he grants it, there is fo much 
gained to the Company.” 

‘The Prefident’j Minute. 

“ That a right judgment may be 
formed, whether the demand propofed 
by Mr. Amyatt, to be made upon the 
Nabob of twenty lacks of rupees is rea- 
fbnable or not ? It feems neceflary to re- 
cite here all the circumftances of the 
cafe, on which he would found the claim. 
I have informed the Board more than 
once, and particularly in confultation 
January 12, 1761, that Coffim Alice 
Cawn (now the Nabob) at the time of 
concluding the treaty with him, in the 
month of September, 1760, defired to 
make a prefent to myfelf, and the 
other gentlemen of the Seledt Commit- 
tee, 
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tee, then at Calcutta. I have as often 
mentioned, that I immediately- and ab- 
folutely declined the faid offer, for my- 
felf and the reft of the gentlemen, ob- 
ferving to Coflim Alice Cawn, that in 
the agreements entered int(^^ with him, 
we had no other view, but the reftoring 
order to the country, and fettling a more 
certain fund for fupplying the unavoid- 
able expences of the Company, then fo 
ill provided for, that our troops at Pat- 
na had been fome months without their 
pay j at the fame time, that the Nabob’s 
own affairs were in fb diftreffed a condi- 
tion, that he was every day in danger of 
loling his life, by the mutinous attempts 
of his troops. ^ 

The paper which Coflim Alice Cawn 
delivered me, containing this propofal, I 
returned the very moment I had read it. 
It was wrote in Perfian and, to the beft 
of my recolledlion, was to the follow- 
ing purport : “ That three months af- 
ter his appointment to the neiabut, or de- 
puty government, under the Nabob, Jaf- 
fier Alice Cawn, he would give twenty 

lacks 
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lacks of rupees fo Meffieurs Van fit- 
tart, Holwell, Caillaud, Sumner and 
M‘Gwirer” Thefe four gentlemen en- 
tirely approved of my refufal of this of- 
fer j and what I faid on the occafion to 
Coilim Alle^Cawn,. who was however 
a good deal furprized and unealy at it. 
Afterwards at Mnorfhedabad, when Jaf- 
fier AUee Cawn declared his refblution 
to retire to Calcutta, and Cofiim AUee 
Cawn was proclaimed Subah of the pro- 
vinces, he renewed the fame offer, and 
I again declined it in the fame terms, 
adding, that if he found himfelf capable 
of railing money enough to anfwer the 
monthly payments of the Company’s 
balanc;^, and fatisfy the troops of Jaffier 
AUee Cawn, and had befides any thing 
to Ipare, he might make the Company 
a prcfent of five lacks over and above his 
agreements, to be fent to Madras, to 
help to defray the expences of the army 
before Pondicherry ; to which he imme- 
diately confented. 

About two months after, the Na- 
bob fent me a compliment of a bill for 

25,000 
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25,000 rupees, ujjon the occafion of the 
birth of my fon. I laid this before the 
Board, in confultation January 12,. 1761, 
and declared, that as I had rejected for 
myfelf, and the other gentlemen of the 
Select Committee, all offers of private 
emoluments, and had not received a 
Angle rupee from the Nabob, fo neither 
would I, while a doubt fubfifted, with 
relpe£t to the money he had engaged to 
pay the Company, or the long arrears of 
his predeceffor’s troops j accordingly, the 
25,000 rupees were paid into the Com- 
pany’s treafury. 

Since that, the Nabob has, by fur- 
prifing diligence in the regulation of the 
affairs of his government, difeharged not 
only the payments due to the Company, 
with the addition of the promifed five 
lacks, but has alfo fatisfied his prede- 
ceflbr’s and his own troops, notwith- 
llanding the ceffion to the Company, of 
Burdwan, Midnapoor, and Chittagong, 
made a very large dedudion from his 
revenues.

The 
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The amount the Company have re- 
ceived from the Nabob, is about twenty- 
fix lacks of Sicca rupees Tipper receipt 
in full, entered after confultation Fe- 
bruary 8, 1762. And from the faid 
countries ceded as before-mentioned, we 
have received to the 31ft of January 
lafi^ dbove fifty- three lacks of current 
rupees as abftradred account tranf- 
mitted to the honourable Court o£ Di- 
redfors by the Warren. After this, I 
cannot fee upon what pretence we can 
demand of the Nabob a further fum of 
twenty lacks of rupees. If we were in 
diftrefs for money for carrying on the 
Company’s affairs, andrwere on that ac- 
count under a neceflity of requefting' oS 
the Nabob to lend us fuch a fum, 1 have 
that opinion of him, as to think that he 
would comply with the requell if in his 
power ; or even give it, if fuch an ap- 
plication was to be made to him as a fa- 
vor requefled for the Company.

And on the other hand*, if the de- 
Hiand of foch a fum is fet up without 
the Icaft plea, I think he will not only 
excufe himielf from complying with ib 
DDfeafcMiahle a claim, but will aljfb look 
i^pon it as a mark, that we are not in- 
clined to obfenre on otur psurt the trea^ 
which he has fo wcU fulfihed on bis j 
and in which it is agreed, that we ihall 
afk nothing more than the momes there- 
in projtniied, and ceiBons therein Ai- 
pulated. Conieqaendy fnch a demand 
would very much add to the uneabne& 
which the Board have of late obferved 
in the Nabob, and wl^h, one and all, 
have expreffed a defire of finding out 
the caofe of, and removing. The de- 
mand now propofed tends to aggravate 
that uneafinefs inrtead of removing it. 
I hope fuch is not Mr. Amyatt’s view in 
making the propofal ; but it is Imd to 
conceive frmn whal motive it can have 
proceeded. Certainly it is not from 
pure regard to the Company* nor from 
any conviftion of the julteefe of the 
claim ; for he never thought of oflfering 

the 
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the Companj? wbs^ he received of the 
Nabob Ja®eF Alice Cawa’s prelejit to 
the CoubcB and Cottunhtee $ nor ever 
^ave it as his opiakta that lh« Ceonpanj 
had a right to it. 

P&a nay own part, I think that nei- 
the Company near I, imr any other 
perlbn^ haire ai^ other cktm or dccmind 
upon the Nabob d£ any fort, that there 
is. not eves an aj^peai^ce of ^fliee in 
Mr. Atnyatt’sfaro^ofal, and that the pro^ 
l^otion of it could have none but bad 
conleqnences.” 

The Majority of the Board agree- 
ing, that the propofed demand fliould be 
made up(Mi the N^job^ the following 
poAfeript was aecordingly added to Mr. 
Haftmgs’s in%»£Uofts. 

<* And we further direct you, toap- 
pfy to the Nabob for the twenty lacks 
of rupees, the amount of the bond he 
gave at the time the treaty was made 
with him, to the members of the Seled: 
Committee Aen prefent in Calcutta ; to 
D 2 which 
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w^ich fum, notwithftanding^ they re- 
turned the bond, we conceive the Com- 
pany have a title. You will therefore 
ufe your beft endeavors to recover the 
fame as foon as poffible, as the tranqui- 
lity of the country, by the fuccefs of 
our arms, has undoubtedly enabled him 
to difcharge the above obligation.” 

Mr. Amyatt judging it neceflary to 
. make feme reply to the arguments con- 
tained in my minute, it is^ here infert- 
ed, left it fhould be faid^ that any thing 
is cunitted, although not material to the 
prcfent fubjeft. 

“ The minute given in by the Prefi- 
dent the 226 . of Mardi, has not in the 
leaft altered the lentiments of Mr. A- 
myatt, in regard tp the demand pro- 
pofed by him to be made from Coflkn 
Alice Cawn, of the twenty lacks of 
rupees for the ufe of the. Company, as 
he finds nothing in the minute to inva- 
lidate the reafon which induced him to 
propofe that the demaad fliould be made ; 


nor 
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nor did any minute or expreffion of Mr. 
Vanfittart’s ever imply fuch money was 
not to be received, but the contrary, and 
only relied . the payment of it to the 
Nabob’s generolity, after his other ex- 
pences were defrayed, which was not 
rilking much ; for while we remain lb 
powerful in this country, fuch apromife 
the Nabob will look on as binding as a 
bond, and the taking a bond might 
have bad appearances ; frr it is acknow* 
lodged, that a paper was received from 
him, containing a promife of twenty 
lacks of rupees toMelT. Vanfittart, Cail- 
laud, Holwell, Sumner, and M*Gwire. 
Now it is not to be imagined, that he 
would have offered lb large a fpm to thefe 
gentlemen, to the exclufion of the other 
members of the Council and Sele< 9 ; Com- 
mittee (an offer before unprecedented) 
but as a confideration to engage them to 
conclude with him a treaty, from whence 
he was to reap lb much advantage, with- 
out regarding the opinions of the reft of 
the Board. As therefore they could have 
no right- to receive money -upMi, Inch 
D 3 terms.

Mr. Amyatt 
widics be <x>uld {^ree with the ft-efi- 
dent, that she Nabob is well dilpofod 
towards t»s ; if that were the cafe, there 
would be no neceffity at this time of our

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Coding Mr. Haftings up to him. The 
wfadie tenor of his condud; demonflrates 
oc^tearjs he is keeping up, and 
diHy inereaiing a rabble of an army, at 
an tnemtenfe expence ; which he can do 
ftom Doother motive, but from difbruft, 
toad a ddire being independent of os, 

^ he may commamh by virtue of the 
treaty, the ientice of our troops for all 
occafions. He mm remains at the c%* 
trendy of the country, through his fuf* 
pkions of us } znd in order to be at a 
greater diilance from our fettlements, has 
determined on removing the jl^at of his ' 
government to Rajemahl ; aixi indeed it is 
iu> wonder he Ihould entertain thefe fuf- 
picion^ as he can have no fecurity that 
wc will kc^ our faith with him, bet- 
ter than we did with his father-in-law, 
to whom we were bound by engage- 
utents, more fbkmn than thole dnee en- 
tered into with hun $ nor can he ever 
acquk hknfelf of his own treachery to 
Jadier Alice Cawn, which mud ever 
ke^ aUve the fuipicions now burning in 
his heart.

fo. But moreover, Coffim Allee.Cawn 
has taken the opportunity of the tran- 
quility of the country, to commit the 
mod; unheard of exadions and oppredi- 
ons ; and (as a further proof of his re- 
gard for us) more j^rticnilaity againft 
fuch as were our avowed friends j Ram- 
narain, with many others, are now the 
unhappy inftances thereof, by the giving 
up of whom, and becoming; in - every 
thing fince fubfervient to the Nabdb’s 
views, without keeping up any intereft 
or friendlhip with any other of the lead- 
ing men in the ctmntry ; there is not a 
man of any rank or conlequence, as dare 
fo much as vifit, or have die lead con- 
nection with any of our chiefs or com- 
mandos. 
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manders, as their letters to the Board at 
different times can telHfy.” 

To which I only anfwered thefe few 
words to clofe the fubjed:.

I know for certain, that the Englilh ne- 
ver break their treaties and agreements, 
and that all their enquiries are iincere 
and impartial.’,' 

As^ this reply taxed Mr. Ellis by 
name;, with beipg the author of all the 
animoHdes then fubiildng l^tween him 
and the Council, and in terms which 
left no room for any future reconcilia- 
don, Mr. Haftings (that the firft defigii 
of his vifit might not be fruftrated in 
the beginning) prevailed upon the Na- 
bob to conlent, that he Ihould defer 
fending it to the Board, till he had writ- 
ten to Mr. Ellis, and founded his dif- 
pofition with refpedl to the means of 
putting an end to the difference between 

them^ 
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them. He acordingly wrote to Mr. El- 
lis the following letter.

T T was a disappointment to me, 
X that r could not fee you at Patna 
heforc 1 proceeded to the Nabob's camp. 
You cannot he ignorant of the commif- 
lion which I have received from the 
Board, with which my inclinations Co 
heartily concur, that I ihould have 
eagerly embraced every occafion to create 
a good underftanding between the Nabob

good a' work than I domyfelf. The caufes 
of the Nabob’s late behavior I cannot

: nud. Fr<^ ^e timo of my taking 
charge of Coippany’s affairs in ithis 
province, I have ey^ ^n fol^cipaus to 
keep up a,ha^?mpHy,^d good und,er- 
fianding, not only with the Nabob, but 
his officers; they on the .contrary have 
been moll induftrious to deftroy it. Twice 
has the city of Patna been alarmed with 
a report that the Eoglilh intended to 
attack it; and in confbgiKnce theyrepf, 
guns mounted, guards av^mented, gates 
•fhut, and aduiittance denied to every one 
belonging to the fadory ; and all this 
without the leaftplaufible pretence what- 
ever being given. The falfehoqds in- 

duilrioufly 
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duftrioully propagated of my delign to 
take Mongheer you can be no Granger 
to, nor the ridiculous light in which 
they appear. On all occafions the Eng- 
lilh are reprefented as the Nabob’s great- 
eft enemies j and it is notorious, that no 
man who values his favor dares appear 
in the faiftory. 

The Nabob acciifts me of attempt- 
ing to breed a dilagreemerit be^een Kim 
and the Company ; after what he has 
accufed other gentlemen of, nothing of 
this kind is furprizing. However, a ge- 
neral charge amounts to very little. This 
term he has given, without any grounds, 
to my feizing Coja Antoon. I had be- 
fore made repeated complaints to him 
of the interruption given our bufinefs i 
which being little or not at all regarded, 
it became a duty incumbent on me to take 
other meafurcs, for fecurihg one of the 
moft valuable branches of the Company's 
commerce. Of the infidts received in the 
feizure, detention, and lofs of my boats, 
I have acquainted you j as likewile the 
affront the Nabob has given me, in not

tx is plain from this letter, that Mr, 
Ellis thought of nothing lefs than a 
pie^ealjle accoihmt>dation ; and to at- 
iethpt it ah^ longer might only ferve to 
m^e matters yet worfe, by adding fuel 
to the mutual refentment already fuf- 
ficiendy inflamed. Mr. Haftings there- 
fore judged it needlefs and improper tp 
oppofe any longer the Nabob’s defire j 
that his reply ihould be fent to the Board. 
He accordingly dilpatch^ it with the 
following letter, and fent Mt, EiUs a 
copy of the part of it, which 
ed him, inclofed in a letter, whibh ho 
wrote to him |t the lame time, of which 
I Iball alfo infert an extract.

** T TPON my arrival at the Nabob’s 
camp, I informed him of the 
lubftance of my inftru6tions, and added 
fuch affurances, as I judged moll condu- 
cible to remove any dillrull that might 
have arifen in his mind. His reply I 
have the honor to tranfmit to you, in the 
inclofed paper, which I received from 
him, figned with his own hand j and I 
fliall wait your further commands for my 
condudl, in relation to the matters con- 
tained therein. 

I WILL not take upon me to judge 
of the difputes which have arifen be- 
tween the Nabob and Mr. Ellis i nor 
am I properly qualified to give my fen- 
timents upon them, being as yet only 
acquainted with the complaints of the 
former. But I think I cannot better ac- 
quit myfelf of the talk which you have 
enjoined me, and which my duty to the 
fervice requires from me, than by offer- 
ing 
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ing my opinion in general, that in all 
differences between the Company’s fer- 
vants, or inferior agents, and the go- 
vernment, if proper juftice cannot be 
obtained from the Nabob, or thofe au- 
thorifed to a< 3 : under him, application 
ihould be made to the Board, and no 
perfon be allowed on any pretence to ufe 
violent means for the redrels of his own 
grievances ; this method, till lately, has 
been conftantly and univerfally obferved 
in all our concerns, not only before the 
reftoration of the Company’s privileges, 
but by thofe who have fince had the ad- 
miniftration of their affairs, and who 
will hardly be fufpedled of having neg- 
Ipdied the honor of the nation, or the 
intereft of their employers. In effe<^, it 
is only by relerving to yourfelves the pri- 
vilege of deciding on all matters of con- 
tention, that the authority of the Board 
can be maintained, or the publick tran- 
quility fecured.”

^ T tad yarn reply to my fifft letter 
jn <»}ntaiiied any drctimftaiiee

Extras of a Letter from Mr. Haftings 
to the Governor. Serfaram, May 13, 
1762. 

“ T Desired Mr. Ironhde to inform 
A you yefterday of our arrival at Ser- 
faram on the pdi inilant. 1 proceeded 
directly to the Nabob’s tent. He re- 
ceived me with great politenefs, and en- 
quired in a friendly manner after your 
health. This vifit palTed only in general 
converfation. The next evening J open- 
ed to him the fubjeft of my commiffion 
from the Board, which I gave him in 
writing, and pretty ne^ly in the cor- 
re^RMidcnt words of the letter, the poft- 

feript 
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fcript excepted, which I read to him 
from the original, and (not without fome 
difficulty) explained to him. 

He exprefled much dilTatisfa^ion, 
ffiat he ffiould be charged with enter- 
taining a jealoufy of the Englilh, which 
he faid, argued fome mifbehavior in him 
towards them, as the confequence of 
filch fentiments ; and challenged me to 
mention one inllance of his having be- 
trayed a want of confidence in the Com- 
pany, or deviated from the treaty with 
them. It is true, he added, he had fre- 
quent fubjedl of complaint againft the 
JEnglifh dependents ; but that made no 
alteration in his engagements with their 
principals, or his particular obligations 
to you. He was as little pleafed with 
the alTertion, that the people about his 
perfon had given occafion to any differ- 
ence between him andthe Englilh. Hede- 
fired that they might be named, and de- 
cided, that on whomfbever Inch afadt was 
proved-, he would put him to death. But 
(proceeded he) If you are yet at a lofs 
to know who it is amongft yourfelves, 

that 
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that ftrives to create a mifunderftanding 
between us, I will name him. It is 
Mr. Ellis, who, by his a£ls of violence 
committed on my fervants, and the un- 
provoked attacks, which he is daily mak- 
ing upon my authority, has not only 
given encouragement to my enemies, and 
the difaffeded people in my own fervice, 
but has given occafion to fuch reports 
to the diicredit of my government, at 
the court of Shuja Dowla, as might be 
of the worft confequence to my affairs.” 

With regard to Mr. Ellis, I am at 
a lofs how to ad: ; his behavior, in my 
opinion, has been fo imprudent, and 
his difaffedtion to the Nabob fo mani- 
feftly inveterate, that a proper repre- 
lentation of it, cannot fail to draw upon 
.him the fevereft refen tment of the Com- 
pany. But befides my averfion to violent 
meafures, the length of time before the 
Company’s notice of thefe affairs could 
reach us, and the fupport that the moil; 
glaring mifcondudl in him would meet 
with from a majority of the Board, have 
inclined me rather to make choice of 

fuch 
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^ch means, as may be more likely to 
conciliate, than inflame ouf mutoal ani- 
molit^. With this view I have wrote 
to Mr. Ellis a letter, of which the m- 
cIo£bd is a copy, and will acquaint yoU 
with his anfwer. If he accepts of my 
offer, I win do him every good offce 
that I can with the Nabob. If he de- 
clines it, I will not only let the Nabob 
purine his own meafures, but will even 
join him, in endeavoring to cohhxte the 
alperiions which have been made ule o/, 
to rum his credit with^ the Company.”

When I accepted of this commif* 
fion, I pleafed myfelf with the hopes of 
being an inftrumfent of reconciling all 
differences between the Nabob and the 
Engliih, and putting an end to all ani- 
moffties. This I now find an impoffi- 
ble talk ; the gentlemen who have taken 
upon them to condemn his promotion, 
have too publickly proclaimed their dif- 
approbation of that meafure, and their 
hatred to the Nabob, which have been 
repeated to him, probably with exagge- 
lations. He has been told, th^t Meff. 
Amyatt, Ellis, and Carnac, have in 
their letters to their ♦ friends in Eng- 
land, 

* The Nabob’s expreffion was, that they had 
wrote to the Company, which, at this time, nei- 
ther 
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land, ufed every argument to procure an 
order from the Company, to annul the 
mealures taken in favor of him ; and re- 
prefented his chara<3:er in the mpft hate- 
ful terms ; that Mr. Fullerton was alfo 
charged to affift in perfon their projeA 
of depofing him ; and that they have 
fwom together to his ruin ; that they 
have difcovered a flaw in his title to the 
Subahfhip from our treaty.

Sele£t Committee in 
England ; which has fmee appeared in print.

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hopes were greatly encouraged by

not till a month after, was expreSed m

We 
Hiall not now repeat thofe reafons, as it 
is not our intention to call to mind old 
fubjedls of dilpute, but rather tpl fhew 
the Nabob, through your means,: the 
neceffity of forgetting them, and endea- 
voring to eftablilh a geaeral good undef- 
Handing. ‘ 

We may fay, both of the Nabob and 
Mr. Ellis, that they have been too ready 
to give credit to reports injurious to each 
other ; and this it is ealy to fee has 
been the reafon why things pf ^hem- 
felves, of little confequence, have been 
made objedls of fuch violent confefts. If 
fails are thus exaggerated by reports, in 
the compafs of thefe provinces, what 
may we not expedl to be faidof them in 
other parts of Indoftan ? Certainly no- 
■ thing 
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thing lefs, than that the difputes between 
the Nabob and the Englifh chief at Pat- 
na, foretell a breach of the friendlhip 
between the two governments ; and this 
may encourage his enemies and ours to 
attempts, which otherwife they would 
not dare to meditate j nay, this has al- 
ways been the Nabob’s own argument, 
and a very jull: one, altho' he now feems 
to confider it a private quarrel between 
him and Mr. Ellis j we think it can by 
no means be regarded in this light, be- 
catife in its confequences it muft affeft 
the public j for if fuch a rooted ill-will 
between the Nabob, and one of the 
Company’s principal fervants, is fuffered 
to prevail, the evil cannot but increale, 
and the flame Ipread daily j more of the 
dependents of each government will in- 
fenfibly adopt the motives of each party ; 
and a fuccefiion of prejudiced minds will 
arife, prepared to take every opportuni- 
ty of fomenting the quarrel, and render- 
ing it at length irreconcileable. We de- 
lire therefore that you will ule your ut- ■ 
moll endeavors, by the arguments w’^hich 

w'e 
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hvvt now ifientioned, snA 
♦|«rf may wcur to dt^>^s die Nabob fex^ 
oafly and hedftily to do his part, towards 
the difpelMffg of all animohtied ; we hitve 
fttcfluolifly recdmracnded to Mf. Ellis 
tp^do his part, fo thatwe hope a cordial 
aiid friendly intercourfe may i» fntttre 
between them.. 

^ But fliould this, contrary to our 
hopes, be found impra£ticabio, we fh^dl 
at load expert, that the dilutes between

Mr. Ellis, by propdhng a vifit 
to the Nabob, on his arrivdi a* Patna,- 
paid the refpert due from his ftation to 
the rank of the Subah j and we hope 
the Nabob, after having this our advice 
ejiplained to him.

Mr. Ellis, inllead of complying with 
fo falutary an advice, perfifted always in 
the fame violent fentiments, and wrote 
the following anfwer to the Board.

« JH A V E been favored with yours of

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th^ deiired effe£b ; but fear the Nabo 
has adted too , long without controid, to 
liften now to any. advice however falu- 
tary. 

Though- I never hope to be on a 
footing of friendfhip or intimacy with 
^e Nabob, yet knowing how neceflary 
it was for the Company’s affamsi and 
more |>artiGuiarly fo for his own, to lave 
appearances, I did not think he would 
have refufed an interview, which, in- 
llead of occafioning a quarrel, as he ab- 
furdly obferves, might perhaps have laid 
the foundation of a future good under- 
flanding i but it feems he can conftrue 
the occafion of complaints that have a- 
riien, either into a public concern, or a 
private quarrel with Mr. Ellis, as may 
beft fuit his own conyeniency. 

Any overtures that the Nabob may 
make towards a reconciliation I fliall 
readily embrace 3 but after the manner 
in which I have been treated by him, 
none can come from me, without being 
greatly derogatory to the public charac- 
ter I have at prefent .the honor to bear.

A RECIPROCAL anunofity, which car- 
irod itfclf to fuch public a^s of violence, 
hut too loudly proclaimed itielf to 
world; and it was foon known, or at 
leaA univerfally believed, that a party 
was formed amongft the Englhh, and 
Aat a very powerful one, whofe aim Wi» 
to overset the^Nabpb ; and frequenlf 
quarrels raifed .w^h him, were looked' 
upon as the eflfeiJis of that deAgn. A® 
upon fuch occafions, dtedependei^ ne^ 
ver fail to adopt the lentiments 
luperiors, nothing was heard of all over 
the country but outcries on the one 
hand, againft the tyranny and oppreffi- 
ons of the Englilh and their gomallahs; 
and on the other, againft the arfblcace 
and encroachments of die N^ftjob and 
his officers. Hence arofe a firefti matter 
of cont^tioB, more dangerous than any 
of die paft, becauie it was not conim«J 
to one place, nor regarded ntiK'e points

cC Itc^r^ l»it was di&^ed throughout 
counti^^und touched the ten- 
dered: part of ^(f-intered: op bc^ ddes, 
the very beiug of die Nabob’s govern- 
Biiiht, and the fieedom die Eoglifh 
commerce.

T B E G leave to lay before you a 
^ grievance, which loudly calls for 
redrels, and will, unlefs duly attended 
to, render inefte( 5 hial any endeavors to

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cretfie Rr firm and lading harmony be- 
tweeii .the Nabob.and, the Company. I 
na^ean, the oppreffions -committed under 
the ian^ipn of the h^nglifli name, and 
through the want of fpirit in the Na- 
bob’s fubjefe to opp^e them. This 
evil, I am well affured, is -not confined^ 
to our dependents alone, bpt is praftifed 
all over the country, by people falfely 
alTuming the habits of our i^poys, or 
calling themfelves our gomad^s;. As 
on fuch occafions the great, power of the 
EnglUh intimidates the people, from ma-/ 
king any .fefiftance;- fo, o^. the^othesTj 
hand, the indolence of th? Bengalees, ^ 
or the difficulty of gaining accefs to thofe 
who might do them juftice, prev^ts our 
having knowledge of the oppreffiofts,; 
and encourages their continuance, to the 
great, though unmerited fcandal of otii’' 
government. ^ ^ ~ • ' 

I HAVE been furprized tO'ttteet with 
feveral Englifli flags flying in- places 
which I haVe paffed ; and on the river, 

I do not believe that I palled a bc»t 
without one. By whatever title they 

have 
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have been affumed (for I could only truft 
to. the information of my eyes, without 
ilojjping to aik queftipns). I am fere 
their frequency can bode no good to 
the Nabob’s revenues, the quiet of the 
. -r- /ctpntry, or the honor of our nation,* 
'hilt,' evidently tends to leflen each of 
them. 

A FA R T V of feepoys, who wefe on 
the march before us, afibrded fufficieiit 
proofs of. the rapacimis and infoleiit fpi- 
rit of thofe people, where they are left 
to their own difcretion. Many com- 
plaints againft them were made me on 
the road; and mpft of the petty towns 
and ferais were deferted at our approach, 
and the (hops Ihut up, from the appre- 
henfions of the fame treatment from us. 

You are fenfible, Sir> that it is frorri 
fuch little irregularities, too trivial per- 
haps for public aomplaint, and conti- 
niLally repeated, that the country people 
are habituated to entertain tbe.inoft un- 
favorable notions of our government i 
and by them the Englilh credit fefferS 
much more than by matters which are

to Mr. HafHngs. fiatedMAy 2, 1762. 

OINCE I wrote you daft, I have 

^ been favored with yours of the 
1 8 th of April from Dewanferai, 23d from 
Shahabad, and 25th from Bauglepoor. 
The obfervations contained in the laft, 
concerning the unjuft audiority exercifed 
all over the country in the Englifh name, 
deferve immi^ate attention* Indeed I 
have always thought it a great grievance, 
injurious to the Nabob' in his revenues 
and government^ and to us in our repu- 
tation. You know too that I have done 
all in my power to remedy it. I have 

frequently 
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frequently requefted of the Nabob, to 
make the Drogas of the Chokeys do 
their duty more carefully, and oblige 
every boat to produce my duftuck, or 
that of the chief 6f one of our factories ; 
and where no duftuck appears, to flop 
them till they pay the cuftoms. 

The Nabob wrote me, that the Dro-^ 
gas of his Chokeys were afraid to ftop 
a boat with Engliflb colors, and that 
the peons in the boats would not ftop. 
Whereupon ! fent him, according to 
his requeft, thirty duftucks, or orders 
under my hand and leal, importing, that 
all boats ftiould be ftopped, and either 
produce their duftuck, or pay the duties. 

Very likely the Drogas of the Ghd- 
keys are unfit for their office; they ffiould 
be men capable of diftinguiffiing a real 
duftuck from a counterfeit, and of judg- 
ing, by the date, whether it has been 
already returned, and fallacioufly made 
ufe of a fccond time ; to prevent v^ch, 
an indorfement fhould be made at e^ry 
Chokey upon every duftuck that paftes ;

Thefe may be permit- 
ted to have each a flag at the place of 
their refidence, but all other Englifli 
gomalldis fliall be forbid to fet up flags 
in any part of the country. 

An order is already made arid pub- 
liflied, forbidding any Europeans from 
going up die country, without firft: ap- 
plying for leave to the Prefident and 
Council, and giving fecurity for their

At 
the time we have direfted lifts to 
be giveta, Gf all that are at prefent in 
the couhttyi^ by the gentlemen who em- ' 
ploy them<; and the fame order we have 
fent to all the fubordinates, and all who 
cannot produce fecurity for their good 
behavior, ifhall be called away. Theie 
regulations I had an opportunity of for- 
warding, upon a complaint made againft: 
one Mr. Ivie, at Raugegunge, who is 
ordered down to Calcutta, for pretend- 
ing to decide caufes between the inhabi- 
tants. 

’ Read aH this letter to the Nabob, 
and affure him, I will do what more may 
be neceffary, to give him full authority 
over his government.”

the magiftrates, without which the go- 
maftahs, knowing the difficulty of find- 
ing out the truth, of fa(Sks lb. remote from 
our .enquiries. Will be continually inter- 
meddling in matters which do not con- 
cern them. I make no doubt, but the 
officers of the government will be tempt- 
ed, as they have many times done, to 
abufe their authority j but the Compa- 
ny’s bufinefs, and the Englifli name, 
will fuffer lefs by a few inftances of this 
kind, than by the unlimited power fo 
often aftiimed by our agents* An ex- 
ample made of the firft attempts of the 
magiftrates to opprefs our people will 
intimidate others ; but to hav^every lit- 
tle grievance on either fide referred to 
the Nabob or yourfelf, will be a fource 
of perpetual difagreement, and the en- 
quiries will be found fo perplexed, that 
I, doubt, if any redrels will be obtained 
on either fide.

of a Letter from the Governor to 
Mr. Hallings. Dated June 27, 1762. 

TT is a natural right which the Na- 
bob has, in common with all other 
governments, to prevent by force, if 
fair means fail, any injury being done 
to his lubjedts by any other perlbns. It' 
would be almoft abfurd togive aconfent 
to this by any public a< 9 :, and perhaps 
not quite proper, foif frar of encourag- 
ing too much the govemtnent’'s people, 
to exercife this right fometimes in an 
unjuft caufe. But wherever unlawful 
attempts are made by our people, the 
officers of the government muft prevent 
fhem, by fair means, if poffible if not, 
oppofe them by force, and it is what 
no reaJ^able man can complain of.” 

I HAVE chofen to infert theft letters, 
becaufe they will (hew that the regula- 
tions, which I afterwards agreed upon 
w'ith the Nabob, were not haftily re- 

folved 
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folved upou, but were the refult of a 
long confideration, and the ftrongeft ne- 
ceffity. In the month of June the Na- 
bob came to Mongheer, where he fixed 
his quarters for the rains 5 and Mr. Haf- 
tings then took leave of him, aod ft.- 
turned to Calcutta. 

H e R E the Nabob, beii^ BK>re at lei- 
fure to attend to'^^e cci«njp|^j|s. ^ his 
officers and'fubjedts ctif fhe overgrown 
power affiimed by the Engliffi agents 
and gomailahs, I daily received letters 
from him on thofe fubjeds. I ffiall here 
inlert fome of the letters from the Na- 
bob and his officers, in which thole grie- 
vances iure fet forth in the nioil; firiking 
colors.

twinly 11CW faftories, and ifetting up the 
cdlors, aad ihewing the duftucks of the 
Company, Aqr nfe their uttnoft endea# 
vmato oppfe^s the reiats, merchants, an^ 
people of the countiy. The duf~ 
tacks for fearchtng the b<»ts, which you 
foriatarfy favmed me with, antt which T 
fent to etery chokey, the EngKfhmdi 
by no means regard, but bring fhame 
and di%race upon my people, holding 
them&ives in readinefs to beat and abufe 
them. Having eftablifhed thefe new fac- 
tories, they carry on fuch bufinefs as the 
Company never hea^ of; and every 
Bengal gomaftah makes a difturbance at 
every fadory, and thinks himfdf not 
info-ior to t^ Company. In every per- 
ganah, every village, and every fac- 
tory, they boy and fell fait, beetle-nut, 
ghee, rice, ftraw, bamboos, fifli, gun- 
nies, ginger, fogar, tobacco, opium, and 
many other things, more than I can 
write, and which I think it needlels to 
mention. They forcibly take away the 
^oods and commodities of the reiats, 
H 2 
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inerchants, for a fourth’ part of their 

'^ralue ; and by ways of violence and op- 
preffidns, they oblige the reiats, &c. to 
give five rupees for goods which are 
i(irbrth but one rupee ; and for the fake 
of five rupees, they bind and diigrace 
an Aflamihee*, who pajs ifte one hundred 
rupees malguzarree -j * } and they allow 
not any authority to my lervants. Near 
four or five hundred new factories have 
been eftabliihed in my dominions / and 
It is impoffible to exprefs what dillur- 
b^ces arc n^e in every factory; and 
how ^e inhabitants are bpprefifed.'- Hie 
officers of every diftrid have defifted 
from the exercife of their funftidns ; fo 
that by means of thefe oppreflions, and 
my being deprived of my duties, I fuf- 
fer a yearly lofs of near twenty-five 
lacks of rupees. In this cafe, hoVr can 
I keep clear of debts ? How can I j)ro- 
vide for the payment of mjr tribute to 
the king, and for the expehces of my 
army and my houffiold ? In the perga-

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pointed and fent Ranmaut Bahdree col- 
led:or> befides the old faftory, twenty 
new ones have been eftabliflied in one 
gunge *. I have lent for your infor- 
mation a lift, Ipecifying the number of 
the factories, and the names of the gen 
maftahs, which I received from the laid 
coUeiftor. And *every one of thefe go- 
maftahs has fuch a power, ,that he, im-j 
prilbns the colleftor, and deprives him 
of all authority whenever he pleafes. 
Therefore I defire you will fpeedily put 
a ftop to this method of buying and fel- 
ling ftraw, bamboos, &c. which the 
Coii^pany never praftifed. As I never 
interne in any of the diftridts which .1 
gave up to the Company, it is proper, 
that in like manner you and the chiefs, 
and odier ]Engli|hmen,'lhouldn6t inter- 
fere in any of the diftrids which, by 
your favor, belong to me.

These, and many other oppreffions 
more than can be related, which are daily / 
uled by the Bengal gomaftahs, is the 
reafon that' this place is growing defti- 
tute of inhabitai4l^ every day .numbers 
leave the town, to feek a refidence more 
.fafe ; and the very markets, which be- 
fore afforded plenty, do hardly now pro- 
duce any thing of ufe, their peons be- 
ing allowed to force poor people ; and 
if the zemindar offers tp^prevent it,, he 
is threatened to be u£bd in the f^une ncian- 
ner. 

Before, juftice was *given in the 
public cutcherree, but now every go- 
maftah is become a judge', and every 
one’s houfe a cutcherree ; they even pals 
fentences on the zemindars theihfelves, 
and draw money from them by pretended 
injuries, luch as a quarrel with Ibme of 
their peons, or their having, as they af- 
fert, ftole fomething, which is more

the affairs. To this purport his Excel- 
lency has wrote you, and diredted me to

Therefore I now lay the whole

In tl^ 
firft place, a numb^ of merchants have 
made intereft with the people of the fac- 
tory, hoift Englifti colors on their boats, 
and carry away their goods under the pre- 
tence of their being Englifli property,^ by 
which means the Shahbunder and other 
cuftoms are greatly detrimented. Se- 
condly^ thegooMilahs of Luckypopif^ ^d 
Dacca fadlories Oblige the merchants, 
&C' to take tobacco, cotton, iron, and 
fundry other things, at a price exceed- 
ing that of the bazar, arid then extort 
the money from them by force ; belides 
which, they take diet money for the 
peons, and make them pay a fine for 
breaking their agreement. ^ thefe 
proceedings, the aurungs arid other 
places are ruined.

At the inftigation of 
ifome {^ple they, nn a ftiatter of com- 
jdaiftt, fend Eufopciaas and feepoys with 
adtifeicS: into tM cotJnti^, and there 
create difturhances.^ They ftatron cho-

By thefe difturbances , the country, is 
ruined, and the reiats cannot ftay in their 
houfes, nor pay die malguzarree.

It is needlefs to enumerate all the 
Nabob’s complaints of the infults ex- 
ercifed againft his government, not only 
by our fubordinate factories, but by e- 
very private merchant ; they were in- 
deed endlels; amongft them wer^ two 
letters, which I thought necefl&ry to 
fend down to the Council, oneftem Mr. 
Cartier, the chief at Dacca, to the Na-

to hare been chiefly oecafioned by 
Ae p„v,te W»d trade. „ the tra^ 
m place to place in ^ country. Ife 
' enlarged 
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enlarged much on the licentioufnefs and 
oppreffions ej:ercife,d by our gomaftahs, 
especially on thofe diftant parts of the 
province, where his government is lefs 
dlnbliihed, and too remote for our en- 
quiries into their behavior. He argued, 
that the trade of thofe parts conlifted 
chiedy In articles produced and fold in 
the country, from which. fonDtier Nabobs 
had 'always-reftraincd all £ur<^»ahs, and 
to which he did not conceive, that we 
could claim any right from our firmsuin^ . 

W t agree with the Nabob in opinion, 
that, the true intent and natural meaning 
of the firmaun granted to the Company, 
was to give to them and their fervants a 
free trade, clear all cuftoms, in all 
articles of commerce, to be imported or 
exported by Aipping. From fuch com- 
merce, a mutual advantage is derived to 
our country and to this j but the trade 
from place to place in the country, in 
fait, beetle-nut, tobacco, and other com- 
modities produced here, bringing no ge- 
neral benefit to the country, but to par- 
ticulars only, who have the feme in their 
L 4 hands ;

We have fent Mr. Helas the Nabob’s

Nabob has exprefied to Sheer Alice, the 
fougedar of that diftri<9:, his higheft 
pleafure at the obdru^ons he before laid- 
in his way, and . the ill treatnwi^ which 
the Englilh gdmadahs in general comr 
plained of from him. 

Inclosed we fend die Nabob’s or- 
ders to Mahomed AUee, the coUedtor of 
' the Dacca diftri6ts, enjoining him to re- 
leafe all boats that maybe ftopped by him, 
or any peribn und^ his jurifiii^On, to 
demand for cuftoms nothing more than 
has hitherto been |Mnd upon the inland 
trade of thofe parts, and to refund all 
that may have been extorted beyond 
that.

I infetttted iftytblf, ai well ^ poflible, 
of ^e duties ufttally paid upbll ^t> and 
olhef articles of iidand tmdS; and in 
Confe^uefice of ti^je enquiries^ I a^t»d 
ivrfli die NifedbV dkat the rate Of duties 
ftould be nine per cent. ^ oft the prime 
coft, at the places where the goods are 
provided. I Idund this to be * beloifir 
the rate dready paid at Luckypoor ; and 
I knew, that the profits on that branch 
of trade Would bear fiich a ch^ge with- 
*out the leaft caute ^ cdrftplaint. The 
Nfl^b haviiig fet afoot art Oxp^doft a^- 
gaind Befeea and Napatfl* Whipfrhe in- 
tended to eOfiitnand m perfon. Waited 
only my taking leave of him, to fet out. 
In order therefore to bring our bufinefs 
to a conclufion, he fummed up all his 
complaints and propofals in a letter, 
dated the zfith of December ; and I im- 
mediately wrote him an arifwer, allhring

Ibn (hodld be eftabliflied. I told him* 
that upon itty arrival at Calcutta, orders 
ft&m the Board ihould be fent in confe- 
quence to all our fubordinate factories. 
At the fame time, I defired that he would 
give me orders to all his officers, direc- 
ting- them to adt in conformity to thefe 
regulations j which orders ffiould be for- 
warded along with ours from Calcutta.

'Iranjlation of a Letter from the Nabob 
to the Governor. 

AS there are many places within 
the perganahs, in the provinces 
of Bengal and Bahar, much oppreffed 
by the Englifh Company’s gomai^s and 
fervants, I lhall trouble yotf to write 
to the chiefs of Goffimbuzar, Dacca, 
; Luckypoor, Malda, Patna, &c. not 
to give dullucks, or. permit any one to 
hoift Engliffi colors, befides what are 
granted for the Company’s Ihip-mer- 

chandize j 
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chandize j that ’on whatever goods of 
this country they purchafe and fell, they 
(hall pay duties for the fame as other 
merchants, and receive a duiluch from 
the fircar, and may pals and repafe., on- 
ly giving a copy of their duihick at every 
gaut ; that they (hould ufe no force in 
the purchafe and fale of goods ; nor take 
pofleffion of the hou&s and golas belong- 
ing to the reiats and merchants. The 
muiTulmen merchants pay a duty of nine 
per cent, at the gamuts, and place of pur- 
chafe, &c. you will allb appoint the 
lame duty. Let not any one impede the 
dellols and weavers of the fircar at the 
aurungs of Dacca, dladanagur, Kirpay, 
Niiddea, . Moorlhedabad, Malda^ Cau- 
lygaum^ &c. whgte the fircar may freely 
purchafe ; nor injure or opprels the in- 
habitants of the Perganahs ; nor protedt 
the reiats, merchants, renters, and fer- 
vants of the government ; nc«r prejudice 
the revenuesi As the Company’s go- * 
maftah’s make lalt at Sundeep, &c. I de- 
fire you will write to them, not to make 
any more there, but, Ukc other mer- 
M 3 chants.

%i;tk:le&. The gov^nment’? peopfr>i ufed 
to carry on the comn^^ there, and no 
other merchants were permittod to traf- 
fick with the mountaineers. Two years 

ago 
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ago Mr. Chcvidier went there, and he 
has put an entire ftop to the trade of the 
ilrcar, and hkzUelf tradicks with the 
mountaineers^ from whence a lofs arifes 
to my revenues > wd he forcibly feizes 
the taalookd^s and reiats of the 
perganahs, to make them drscW tim- 
bers, by which means they are brought 
to the laA diftreis. In ^ perganahs of 
Gopalpoo^ and Dukknnbar-poor, and 
other dillridts, where fait is rc^de, the 
people of the Company’s fa< 3 :ory work 
the fait pans j and they take poffeffion 
of all the fait which the mdunghees of 
other perganahs l»ve made, by which 
means I fuffer a very great lofs. More- 
over, .t^yobKgc the reiats to receive 
nK>ney from them for purchafing rice, 
andr by force a«d vhdmce they take more 
than the market price adk»^ds ; and the 
reiats are running away on account of 
thefe oppreflions. For mai^ ye^ it 
has been cuftomary for the Caihmeer 
merchants to advance money at Sunder- 
bund, and provide molung^es to work 
the fait pans there j they paid the rents 
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£pr the fait pans, at the feveral perga- 
^nahs } and the duties on &e fait, which 
were p^d ^ Buiry-faul chokey, belong- 
ing to the Shahbunder, amounted to near 
' 'thirty thouland rupees j at prefent, the 
people of the fadloiy have dilj)oflefled 
the Cafhmeer merchants, and have ap- 
propriated all the fait to themfelves. 
•Pleafe to write to the gomaftahs of the 
aforefaid places, to dehif from exercifing 
any authority there,” . ' ' 

l^rdnfiation of the Govp^nor’s Anfwer to 
ahorjit - 

T HAV]^ been honored wiA die re- 
**■ ceipt of your Excellency’s letter, 
and underlland the feveral contents. A- 
greeably to your defire, I will write to 
the chiefs of the factories, to grant a 
Company’s dulluck upon the purchafe 
and fale of all (hipping goods ; dnd that’ 
they will deal like other merchants, in fuch 
goods as are bought and fcdd in different 
parts of the country for the inland trade. 
That they muft not give a Compan3r’s 
duftuck, but muft pay a duty of nine 

per 
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per cent, upon the purchaie of the 
goods, in lieu of all demands at the 
chokeys, &c. into the huxbunder or 
ihahhunder, and take a duiluck from 
thence, and not be guilty of any vio- 
lence or extortion. I hope that ydu, on 
your part, will give orders to the fou- 
gedars, and other officers of the lircar, 
that th^ are not to give any interrup- 
tion to the purchife and fale of Ihipping 
goods, with which there will be a Com- 
pany’s duftuck ; nor to make the leaft 
demand upon them j and that they muft 
by no means interrupt the purchafe and 
fale of the inland trade, but mull: grant 
a duftuck for the goods, afta- having 
taken the ftipulated duty upon the pur- 
chafe-price, agre^bly to your cc^m- 
ihahds i and dbat die drogas of the cho- 
keys mult only take a copy of the duf- 
tuck, and make no. demands. 

I H A V E already wrote to all the chiefs 
of die faftories, not to opprefs the reiats 
and inhabitants of the perganahs, nor 
protect your dependents, nor make any 
difturbance in the affairs of the fircar. I

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■v^plKi^w agaiii particularly to the 
chiefs i and frclh orders lhall l^ewife be 
:^t iQr^ ieverul gcaoiaftahs to defift 

to look upon the 
c^er of the drear as the proper 
teate ; and in cafe of any diihirbanoes or 
diiputes, to appear before him* ami 
there fettle them. You will give ordem 
to you fougedars and officers, that they 
muil behave to the gomaiiahs with truth 
and uprightnefs, and a£t without, p^- 
tiaCty ; and if any cmc makes a com- 
*|daint againlk a gomaftah^ that they mu& 
iend ft»t the gomailah ^and decide the 
diipute; and in caie of a gomadah's 
inaking any complaint, that they muft 
take that likewise into condderation and 
decide it. 

I HAVE wrote to the chiefs of Chit- 
tagong, and Luckypoor, that they tpuft 
not work the falt-pans thendBves, 
interrupt the merchants and rentos of 
falt-pans, who pay the ' government’s 
rents j but purchafe from them what- 
ever they want to piurchafe ; I accord- 
ingly 
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ingly fend -yen, inclofed two ktters* fiar 
the fiud chiefs. 

O 1 .DSHS feiadl he fent to die chiefs and 
g^oafeahs of the fe^c^es, Rot torentnot 
imFchafe any htfids, Btnr to limd to, nor 
hoiTOw money ftoin the ' zemhid^ 
officers of the fircar; and thatth^mtill 
give up vrluttever ^ooks they may have 
heretofero ptmcKi^. Ycm wifi he ple^ 
ed'td ' ^rc or^rs,that the purchafe-i^ 
ncy be returned ; bat I have received 
Ccttnplaittts fetwtt ieveral places, that ihe 
officers of the'firear infift upon the' 
former coIk<!lions, and beat, and bind, 
and imprlfon the peejde ; fiich proce^- 
ings are contraiy to jufeice. You wifi 
thwefere give them wders to retain the' 
poFeliaie->iDteBey, and by no means ,to 
demand Ae paA aceoanta. 

T»b chiefs and gomaftahs of the fac- 
tories fhall be ftriaiy diredled not toob- 
ftru(5f the deloHs and weavers of the 
fircar. . 

If it is not agreeable to you, tbat the 
money and bulKon of the EngKfh gen- 
tlemen and gomaftahs ihould be coined

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iHribe Patna a&d the Dacca aunts, and 
it occafions a ieCs.to the fircar, you will 
giyis cffdeire tu ^r drogas there, not to 
re^ei^e fitHna them any money or bullion 
^ coining j yet the IhrofTs, upon be- 
ing acquainted with this, wijil demand 
as much batta as they pleajfe, by which 
means the Company’s bufinefs will be 
ftqpped. I hope, therefore, that you 
will write to the Naibs of Moorlheda- 
bad, Patna, and Dacca, that the mo- 
i)^ of the Engliih Company, and gen-' 
mull - pay .b^a, according to 
'the rate of the^Bazar $ and that nmft 

poniih the IhrofFs, in cafe of their de- 
manding more. 

The gomaftahs at Gwalparah fliall 
be jftridtly charged to carry on their com- 
mercial bufinefs as formerly, and not to 
trade themfelves with the mountaineers, 
but to make all their purchaies ^d (ales 
through the.h^ds of the droga of the 
fircar. You will pleale to enjoin the 
droga, to deal with the Engliih gomaf- 
tahs in the fame manner as with other 
merchants.”

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The foregoing is the letter, * which 
we ihall find in the &quel, wrefied into 
a tlvotiiand difibrent forms, to make it 
appear odious, introduced, on aH occa- 
fions^ , with malevolent remarks, and 
imidty inveighed againft, by die reft of 
the Council. I leave it without further 
notice, till my return to Calcutta, when 
eno^h wxIl'be tSid of it. • • 

T HE day after the' delivery of this 
letter to the Nabob, I took my leave of 

him,

T HIS* gunge, hear the Englifh Gtc- 
tory at Patna, was let up without any 
right, grant, or order, cither from the . 

Company, 

• It went by the name of Colonel Gunge. 
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Company, or the Nabob ; an authority 
fuch as no private perfon can be allow- 
ed; and it proved a continual fource 
of dilputes with the country govern- 
'ment, for the advantage of particulars. 
On this liibjed: Mr. Ellis feemed to be 
convinced, promifed that he would fuf- 
fer no more grain to be imported there ; 
that he would remove what was in it as 
faft as he conveniently could, and abo- 
lilh the gunge. 

The following is a copy of the an- 
fwer I wrote to the Patna deputy’s re- 
prefentations, after having fully di^uifed 
every article with Mr. Ellis ; and I fent 
that gentleman a copy of it. 

Tranjlation of the Governor s Letter to 
Rajah Nobit Roy. Dated January 4, 
1763. 

T Have read the feveral requefts 
A which you wrote under feparate 
heads. Agreeably to your defire, I have 
direded Mr. Ellis, the chief at Patna, 
to abolifli colonel Gunge, and accord- 
ingly orders have, from this day, been 

given 
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given to the merchants, not to bring 
their goods there any more j yet, as it 
is neceffary, that fome grain fhould be 
laid up in ftore for the Company, to be 
ufed in a time of Icarcity, I have there- 
fore directed Mr. Ellis to build foine 
golas in fuch places as you lhall think 
proper to appoint, and to purchafe from 
the merchants of the gunge, and keep 
in the faid golas about twenty thoufand 
maunds of grain on the Company’s ac- 
count. After which, the merchants lhall 
be at liberty to difpofe of what they may 
have remaining, according to their own 
inclinations, or to keep it in the gunges 
of the fircar j moreover, if they are in- 
clined to ferve the Company as hereto- 
fore, it is well ; and if they are defirous 
of fettling in any of the fircar’s gunges, 
they have liberty lb to do. When you 
have fixed upon a place for eroding the 
golas, you will fend your fervant with 
a note to Mr. Ellis, and you will allow 
what time may be neceffary for remov- 
ing the grain from the old golas to the 
VoL. II. N new 
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new ones, that n» unrea£}nable iofs may 
upon the merchuits. 

With regard to what you write a- 
bout not holding any taalooks, and not 
leading to, nor borrowing from the offi- ' 
cers and zemindars, orders have already 
l^en given to ^is purport, and I under- 
hand, diat no body has done fuch things ; 
however, I have how repeated thofe or- 
ders. 

You fey, that numbers of merchants 
carry away thdr goods for f^e, under the 
proted;ion of ^e fadcny, and that I 
hiiould enquire into this matter. It has 
o£ old been coh«nary, that a duftuck 
ihould be granted, with whatever cloth, 
&c. is purchafed by the merchants, from 
the Englifli Company and gentlemen, 
and that they fhould accordingly Cany 
away the goods, and fell them wherever 
they pleafe j this is no new cUfrom, and 
this is the only prote^on avoided them. 

YotJ complain, that the naerchants 
carry away goods, the produce of this 
country, from the fa<aory into the pro- 
vinces, with regard to fuch goods as are 

bought 
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bought and fold in the country. The Na- 
bob and I have agreed, that a certain du- 
ty fliall be paid for them at once, accord- 
ing to the purchafe price j when this 
regulation ilhali every where take place, 
no duties will be demanded upon the 
road. 

I UNDERSTAND what you write about 
IhuttiDg up the Berbuiina wicket of the 
fort, and concerning the entrenclmient 
by the river-fide ; and I have feen both 
the, places in queftion. The entrench- 
ment by the river-fide is very proper ; as 
to the (hutting the wicket, though there 
does not appear to be any great neceflity 
for it, and the going round about will 
be an inconvenience to the people of the 
faftory, neverthelefs, as it is the Na- 
bob’s order, do it whenever you pleafe, 
nobody will obflnid you. 

You fay, that Zein-Al-aubudeen, the 
aumil of Bahar, writes, that a gomaftah 
of the fadory took an obligation from 
one Deyuchund,* a merchant, that no- 
body fhould buy opium befides the Eng- 
lifh fadory. I aiked the aumil in your 
N 2 prefence. 
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j)refence, and in that of feveral mer- 
chants, whether he had a copy of the 
obligation or^ not. He anfwered, that 
,** Deyuchund complained to him, that 
Beenymadoo, an Engliih gomaftah, had 
taken an obligation from him, and had 
forbid him trading in opium, and that 
therefore it could not be expected he 
fhould pay the ufual duties and that he 
Ihe^^ed him a copy of the obligation, 
but did not leave it with him. Now it is 
Uncertain, whether this ftory be true, or 
wheth^ the merchant was prompted by 
his own intereft, impofe upon the au- 
mil, that he might avoid paying the du- 
ties; it is therefore proper you ihould 
fend for the merchant, and enquire into 
the affair, in prefence of Mr. Ellis, whom 
I have diredted to inflidl a proper puniffi- 
ment upon the gomaffah, in cafe the 
complaint be proved j and in cafe it ap- 
pears to be falfe, you, on your part, 
fliould inflidl a proper punifliment upon 
the merchant. 

With regard to the fircar’s fait, that 
is in the hands of Meet Mahomed A- 

fliruff.

fliniff, it appears, from the account he 
fhewed me, that he has, in different 
places, difpofed of 23,596 maunds, and 
tiiat he has now remaining upon his hands 
27*333 ®^2unds j I enquired of him, in 
your prefence, what was the reafbn of 
his having difpofed of fo fmall a quan- 
tity only, in fuch a length of time. He 
replied, that ** in mwy places thefe 
was fait belonging to the Englifh gentle- 
men } and it was not in his power to flop 
the fale of their merchandize, in order 
to difpofe of the fircar’s j and that, not- 
withftanding the obligation entered into 
by the merchants of the city, the officers 
of feveral of the neighboring prlaces, did 
not pat a flop to the bufinefs of other 
merchants, fb that it was impoffible he 
fhould fell the government’s fait, at an 
advanced price, whUft they fold theirs 
at the former price.” As the bufinefs 
of the merchants of the city has been 
flopped for three or fom months, by 
which they have fuffered greatly, and as 
they will be entirely ruined, if their bu- 
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adviiA you to take back wbat 
fait the ^it^r’s remains unfold> and 
todlffK^ of it at the market price; for 
^ Nabob will by no means approve of 
inuring the merchants. 

You ihould examine Meer Aihruff’a 
ac^unt, whether he has fold ^eeably 
thereto, or more than is therein ipeci- 
iied ; in cafe he has fold more, it is rea> 
fonable that you foould take from him 
whatever money he has received for it ; 
but if his account be jufo^ he is not in 
fmlt, receive the money from him ac- 
cordingly* and make no forther demands. 
I lhall acquaint the Nabob with all Acfo 
particulars, and he will inform you of 
his pleafure. 

You defire Mr. Ellis may be dircd- 
ed not to fend any money or bullion to 
the mints to be coined. This afiair is 
within the limits of your own authori- 
ty. Give orders to the dre^ of the 
niint, not to receive any money or bul- 
lion, that may be brought by the fervaats 
of the fa«^ory to be coined ; and write 
to Mr. Ellis, that if he dhufbs it, you 

will 
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will coin money for him on the fame 
l^ms as for other merchants, or elfe 
that he may exchange it at the Bazar 
{wice. 

I UNDERSTAND what you write con- 
cerning the revennes of Birrumpocr Til- 
lage, and the Nezzeranna for the, falt-*pe- 
tre. Some thoufand rupees were at dif- 
ferent times paid-'by the Company to 
Raja Ramnarain’s army j of which I faw 
the partieuWs in the Company’s books, 
and I have direfted Mr. Ellis to make 
out the account j and after having de- 
ducted Rajah Ramnarain’s debt, tp pay 
the balance into the fircar’s treafury. 

It ii proper Aat you fhoiild look 
upon me as one interefted in your wel- 
fem, and let me have the pleafure of 
hearing from you.” 

I THINK it will be generally admitted, 
that all thefe regulations made and pro- 
poled, both at Mongheer and Ratna, 
were entirely agreeable to juftice and 
equity, and well calculated for the be- 
nefit both of Ae Nabob’s government, 
N 4 and 
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the Copapgjay’s, and to prevent dif- 
putes be^een them. 1 did not doubt 
of |W« appearing in the fame light to the 
gentlemen of the Council in Calcutta, 
and alTured myfelf, that they would have 
fo much regard for their public utility, 
as to havf joined with me heartily in 
eilablithing them, even if they ihould 
be found in any part to interfere in feme 
meafure with their private advantages ; 
but I feon found the contrary j and that 
the heads of the party had taken this op- 
portunity of encreafing their ,Areng^, 
by/reprefenting ,to die of tt^ Qemn- 

cil/- that I had an intention of cutting 
off the moft profitable branches of their 
trade. We fliall foon fee the violent 
effect which the propagation of this 
dodrine produced. 

I LEFT Patna the 5th of J^uary, 
and called for one day at Mon^eer, 
where I faw the .Nabob, ready to pro- 
ceed on the expedition to Beteea and Na- 
paul, his army having already crofi^ 
the river. It may not be improper to 
take notice of the ftate of the Nabob’s 

forces 
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forces at this time, and the fervice on 
which they were going. 

A T his accedion to. the Subahihip his 
^my, which ilpod upon the books of 
the gov^*nmeht at the rate . of upwads 
of ninety thouiand men, was cc^npo&d 
of the fame forces, which had fuccef- 
fiyely ^red thoNabobs Aliverdi Cawn, 
Senajah Dowta, ^d Ja£Ber Alle Cawn, 
andfbmeof the principal jemmatdars had 
been in the fervice even beyond the time 
of Serfraz Cawn j litde dependence could 
be placed on foch troops, and the fer- 
yants of fo many matters ; for this rea- 
fon, as foon as the Nabob had got pof- 
feffioft of the i^yincc of Patna, he dif- 
ibanded the greatett part of his army, 
intending to rahe new troops upon a dif- 
ferent eftablilhment. In this work he 
had advanced fo flowly, that when I was 
at Mongheer, his newraifed cavalry did 
not amount to two thouland men ; and 
his whole force Confitted of about fix- 
teen thoufand horfe, and three battalions 
of feepoys, befides an inconfiderable 
number of peons, who were kept ra- 
ther 
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t}^ iSiew thaa ofe. ' With this force 
he planii^ *and attemf^ed dbe redu^on 
a£ tht^hiogdcan of Napaul, and eroded 
the river in peribn, with his army* 

leiidng his family and treafure at Mong- 
heer. , 

I HAVE been particedar upon thit fiib- 
jeS, bccaufe it has been often afferted, 
that he had at this time entertained the 
defign of In^aking widi die Engli£b. 
Had this realiy b^ the ode, or cOutd 
he even have iUfpe^liid^ that he had%i> 
ven a pleli to ^S ehbinies unongft Ihn 
Er^^Ihh to' mahe war againft Mm ; cah 
it be u^gined, that he would have en- 
gaged at fuch a time in a foreign ww;

and forbearance in the many provoca- 
tions which were given him. Hejknew 
too well dm weight of the Engiifti 
power, to wUh to expole his life and go- 
vernment to fo unequal a rifque. 

W E left Mongheer the qth of Janu- 
ary, and the i4di arrived at Collimbuzar.

T T had been ^reed between the 
Nabob and me, that after my ar- 
rival at Calcutta, the regulations Ihould 
be lent from the Council to the different 
fadories, with lus orders to his odic^rs, 
whkh he gave me for that purpofe $ 
but inilead ^ this, I had hardly left him, 
when he dhjMtchcd copies of my letter 
to his officeis in all parts of the coun- 
try, with generjd orders for their ob- 
fervanCej and a dirc<3ion, that aU Eng- 
lifli gomaftahs, who refufed to comply 
with them, ihould Ik; turned out of the 
country. Copies of thefe being deliver- 
ed by the Nabob’s officer at Dacca, to 
O 4 the 
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the chief of our factory, were by him 
immediately forwarded to die Board, 
with a letter filled with the moft aggra- 
vated reprefentations of the lofs, which 
would accrue from them to the private 
commerce, and of the encroachments 
upon what they called our privileges. 
My letter, which contained the regu- 
lations, v.’as put info the hands of Mr. 
Gulfion *to be tranflated,andwas by him 
rendered into Englith, with a pedantick 
Angularity of flile, and an afFed:ed pre- 
cifion and pofitivenefsj efpecially in ifuch 
paflages, as were called by the Board an 
attack upon their rights. Thefe aggra- 
vations ferved but too elFedtually to add 
fuel to minds, already dilpofed to catch 
fire from the fiighteft occafion j and left 
any thing fhould be wanting, to carry

Johftftone, Hay aaid Bolts, to the fouge-

** TX rE have received the copy of a 
W letter, wrote by the Prefident 
to the Board, complaining of Mr. Boits’s 
conduct in writing a letter in the name 
of Mcflieurs Johnitone, Hay and Bolts, 
to the Poome^ fougedar, rpprcfent- 
ing the grievances and oppreffionS 
that our gomailahs met with, in tranf- 
a&ing our bui^nefs in that country, and 
aflerting the privileges of the firmaun ; 
and at the fame time recommending to 
you, to indi<% a cwifure or punifliment 
on Mr. Bolts for the &me. We there- 
fore think it neceflary, and our duty to 
inform yoii, gentlemen, that Mr. Van- 
jfittart, when he cuft the whole of that 
tranfadion on Mr. Bolts, did it not with 
any good reafon, as we were both ac- 
quainted with the contents of the let- 
ter, and of its being fent i and we can- 
not help thiidfcng, from the terms of 
hisletter, that it was wrote with no other 
defign, than to Ihew how blameable we 
w:«e in his eyes, and how we ought to

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oppreffions which we complained of, 
that we would make application to the 
Nabob, for redrefs for ourielves and 
others j it is not to be imagined, 
that we ihouid have procured diis ap« 
plication to the Nabob, oiherwiie than 
from your Board j and this was our isr 
tention. But Mr. Vanilttart is df a dif- 
ierest opinio, and tak^ gr^t excep?- 
tion at its being faid to be done in the 
English name, and redrefs obtained for 
others. Had he thought proper to have 
mentioned it to either of the partners 
refiding in Cakaitta, he might have 
been fatisfied, that there was no bad de> 
iigo. in ufing tlu? wiaAotk^rs} buf that 
it was introduiced entirely by miilake j 
and we have Tta&m to think, Mr. Van* 
fittart was not unacqtiainted with tl^ 
contents of that letter before he left 
Calcutta, as our gomailah wrote us af- 
ter the receipt of the letter, the fouge- 
dar would not lend os his anfwer, till it 
was approved by the Preiident, for 
which purpofe it was lent the fouge* 
dar with one of his own to Calcutta. 
And we did not receive the anfwer till 
P 2 fome 
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jfome days, after Mr» Vanfittart’s depar- 
ture fixMtt Calcutta. 

The unwillingnefs the Prefident had 
to believe complaints of this nature, and 
more particularly that they were owing 
■to the Nabob’s orders^ induced us to ad- 
dreft Sheer Alice Cawn in the manner 
we did, to fee whether he would anfwer 
us, as. he did our gomailah; and on 
this, to have a foundation for applying 
to your Honorable Board for rciA’efe. 
Ytm will pleafo to remark, that : Sheer 
AUee Cawn reptefi^^ Jj^^ey^vanced 
for goods, as money let out^ at mteieft j 
which latter bufinefs Our gomaftahs 
never carried on ^ and we cannot con- 
ceive, that the mifbehavior of a few go- 
mailahs in that or any other way, when 
proved, joined to the many groundlefs 
complaints of the government, lEhould 
be efteemed fufficient caufe for the Na- 
bob to ufurp, or we to give up the 
privileges of the Englilh Company in 
this country; when, at 'foe fame time, 
fo many well grounded caufes of com- 
plaint have been given by the fervants 

of 
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of the Nabob, to thofe who by the Com- 
pany’s indulgence have the privilege of 
duftucks, and of courfe arc exempt from 
all duties, and their protedion j that 
thele privileges for feveral months have 
been greatly infringed in, Ibme f»rts, 
and entirely taken away in others, by 
the country government, is what we, 
as well' as moft Englilh traders, except 
the Preliderit, have feverely felt in ouf 
private fortunes. 

We received a letter from our agent 
Mr. Robinfon, at Gwalparah, informing. * 
us of the difficulties he labored under, 
from the obftacles thrown in the way of 
our trade, and the danger with which 
he was threatened by the fougedar of 
Ranganiettee, which he reprefented as 
greatly fomented and encreafed by the 
arrival and pradtrees of one Gongar^ 
Metre, who was come there in Auguft, 
and affumed to himfelf, on the llrength 
of his perwannah from the Governor, the 
office»of inquifitor, and fupervifor of 
the agents of the Englilh, 5cc. in thofe 
parts. The perwannah, extrads of Mr.

the Nabob to the fougedar of Ranga- 
mettee, as per fubjoined tranflation, di- 
reding him not to obfbm^tour trade,, or 
Golle£t dutiea on goc^s, provided fqr tx- 
pomtian» or^that eome from Cafeuttsi 
' yddi.a dt^ock^ vhat ;'#; fesgs 
duties oa.other goods^:aiidm feddim him- 
jfelf and the Prefident, an account rf the 
rates according to which they pay. This, 

. we humbly conceive, is contrary to the 
articles of our treaty with the Nabob,! 
and reduces us again to thofe ptivil^pes 
we enjoyed beime the time of Mecr Jaf^ 
6ct Cawa, and which we imagine waa 
not the fentiments of the napnity of 
the Bbard, at the time theTreddmt left 
it. By this perwannah; hpwever, we 
have not got the feaR drtfeRuRton fer 

the 
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jnfults and loiTes we have fuftained, 
by ohftruSiag dim: trade, boih inland and 
Calcutta; but, on the contrary, it is 
left to the fougedars dlfcretion, who 
has been guilty the vk^ences and 
lofles we complained of, to fix tite rates 
of the duties on the different articles of 
inland trade ; on which, to the befi of 
our huotdedge, die Company’s leryant% 
that have traded there, finpe the treaty 
with Jaffier AUee Cawn, never yet paid 
any, and of courfe there could be no 
cufiom to follow, which fchemc, ihould 
it take place, would reduce us on a foot- 
ing with (if hot below) the traders of the 
country, as is the wi& of the Governor’s 
agent in that part, probably in the ima- 
gination, that this may be a means of 
throwing the whole trade into- their 
hands, by the extraordinary intereft'Mr. 
Vanfittart has with the Nabob. 

Whatever opinion the Prefident 
may entertain of Mr. Cartier, or Mr. 
Chevalier, they have had the happinefs 
hitherto to be efteemed by every body 
that knows them. The gentleman we 
P 4 fent 
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up, IVfc Robinfon* had the pcrmif- 
fion and s^i^^bation of the Board; we 
think* therefore, if fuch grievances as 
wcie alledged againft Englifli agents and 
gpmaftahs,. really exifted in thefe parts, 
the fubjeding them to the fcrutiny and 
lupervifal olT black dependents, of what- 
ever denomination, without the know- 
ledge of the Board, was an indignity of- 
fered to it, to us, and to every gentle- 
man concerned i and, however the pro- 
pagating fuch notions in thiscountrymay 
ferve’ to ihrengdten the hands of go- 
vernment, -hdmbljr conceive if can 

give but a very odd opinion of the other 
members to whom it is jointly entrufted. 

In the courfe of the bufinefs we have * 
carried on, we have met with the great- 
eft impediments in almoft all parts, but 
in particular in Poomeea, the Rungpoor, 
diftri6ts of Gwalparah and Rangamettee, 
from the different fougedars, zemindars, 
Mr, Moore, Gongaram Metre, &c. the 
accounts of which, as we have received 
them from our agents, we now lay be- 
fore you, and hope you will procure for 

us 
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us that fatisfadtion and redrefs which we 
have hidierto been unable to obtain.”

«* WJ E did ourfelres the honor to 
V » write you yefterday, and have 
fince been forprized bythe receipt of 
two papers (which came inclofed for 
your perufal) from the Naib, and from 
Mahomed AUee of this place, who de- 
fired to be informed wh^ degree of re- 
gard we intend to pay the orders they 
contained ? To which we replied, that we 
did not care to^|§^]^ce Mrhh die terms 
of thofe papers, the Prefident and 
Council of Calcutta, on whom done it- 
refted to givt a lani^on to fuch com- 
mands, had not thought proper to tranf- 
mit us any fuch inftrudions. We know 
not in what light you will look on thefc

Mr. Cartier hcing ^ajoined not to give 
one finr^any article )^t is the produce of 
Ben^lr and to pzy a duty of nine per 
cent, to the Nabob, on every merchw. 
dize not brought in or fent ly fea. This 
furely cannot be ine^, but the words 
feem too equivocal not to make us wiih 
to have your fenfe of them, on fb im- 
portant a point. A duty once fixed, could 
icarce be a burden; but if added to 
this, we are fubjeded to vexatious ap^ 
plications to the Nabob’s officers for dui^ 
tucks,., it will be a grievance we lhall in- 
deed feel. The dignity and benefit of 
our duftucks, are the chief badges of 
honor, or at leaft inuareft, we enjoy from 
our firft firmaun, and has been held in 
fuch efteem, as to fecure our effe<3:s from 
thofe depredations, which the natives fuf- 
fer in paffing their goods through the 
country ; iuid if theffi new duties on all 
the produ<9b of the country arc thought 
juft, may not the Nabob be properly fe- 

cured 
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of them, by the Shahbunder’s re* 
ceipt for the cuAom being affixed to the 
bac^ of wery duftuck» previous to its 
bei^' figned ? This will furelyafcertain, 
in the moA ample form> the duties to 
the Nabob, and free us from the prin- 
cipal grievance we can feel from their 
encreafe. The prohibition, with relpeft 
to tofals, is a ref^raint not even put 
on the Moguls and natives, the liber- 
ty erecting new ones, ffit far from be- 
ing injurious to the Nabob, abfblutely 
enhEn<%s his cuilont^ by clearing Ijmds, 
diat would b^vfe been, unhiha- 

bited ; and the order to purdiaie every 
thing for ready money, amounts nearly 
to an exclttlidn from all fuch branches 
of trade, as the venders will then im- 
pofe on us whatever prices they judge 
proper. 

With refpeS to Aflam^ we muft beg 
lea^e to obferve, that the Nabob, or his 
fbugedar of Rangamettee, can have no 
more right to regulate the terms of our 
commerce with the natives of that coun- 
try, than with thofe of China. All the 

power 
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power he exerts over our gomaftahs is 
arbitrary and oppreffive; and neither 
juftice nor antient ctiftoms can warrant 
fuch abufes, or regulate his officers in 
the collecting of taxes, ^hb’ the whole 
direction is now referred to his droga of 
Rangamettee. No duties haye evfer yet 
been paid on lack, muggadooties, and 
other goods brought from AfTam j thofe 
goo^s may furely be efteemied impcuts 
when they are brought into Bengal, and 
may be intitled to our duftucks. 

All our privileges, all our fortunes, 
and future profpefts, depend upon the 
refult of your deliberation on thefe 
points j and We hope, let what wiU be 
your fentiments, you will be pleafed to 
fufpend the execution of them* till our 
prefent concerns are collected in, with 
our antient indulgencies. No treaty of 
commerce in any country has been car- 
ried into execution, or frelh duties le- 
vied, without a previous declaration for 
as long a term, as was adequate to the 
fettlement of thofe concerns that were to 
be influenced by fuch new regulations j 

and 
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$aui we iiatter ourielves, that we fhall 
mt become ot:^ed8 of u&exam}^^ {e- 
verity 0a thu occafion. The trade of 
t}¥Et^»vants has ever been diought inti- 
tied to your proteSion; and we hope, 
if particular branch^ are now to be gi- 
ven up, we lhall ftdl be induced with 
the influence of your authori^, and pri- 
vilege of <xir doftucks, toll we can flniih 
our prefent engagements. If you refulb 
us this requefl:,-^ gentfemen; yon undo us 
at once.j as^^ poblkadcm of thefe or- 
ders from Mtmgheer, with the ibunp 
of yoiw amhcHrity, wdl ib aSt& odr lUi- 
tional credk and influence in the coon- 
toy, as mufl for ever diikHe us from col- 
lefting in the lar^ fums wc have out- 
flanding. ,

Mr. GttlftonV 'Tranjlation the Gsver- 
nor's letter to the Nabob *. 

« O0R gracious perwannah is ar- 
rired, and gready bones’^ 

fioe* 1. xtA infeutned ali du; particu- 

iars of your high commands. 

It fhall be written to the duefs af 
oor fa&ariety that di^ are to gise a^f- 
fuck for the buying and felUng of il^p 
merchandize ; and merchandiK> that 
they buy and fell in every diftri^S for 
traffick in this country, they are to do 
according to cuftom of other traders and 
merchants, and not to give the Com- 
pany’s duduck. They are to take a 
dttftuck from the bux-bunder, or 
ifaah-bunder, paying in upon the .co& 
of the merchandize nine per cent, in- 
cluding wharfs, and other receipts of 
cuftom ; nor fliall they ufe any manner 
of force or violence, extortion or unfair 
dealing. 

It is hoped, that your Exedkney^s 
perwannahs will be iflued out to the fou- 

gedars

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gedars and other officers of the govern- 
ment, that the Company’s duftuck is to 
go along with the purchafe and fale of 
Ihip merchandize j and they are by 
no means to Hop . it, or demand the 
finallefl cuflom ; nor fhall they hinder 
the purchafe and.iale of commodities 
for country trade, but th^ are to give 
duftucks, receiving the duties on coft 
of the merchandize, agreeable to your 
Excellency’s high command ; and the 
drogas at the chdteys are only to take 
copies of the dit^bick, without demand- 
ing..any, thing.’ , 

Heretofore it was written to all 
the chiefs of our factories, to forbid 
them injuring the country people and 
inhabitants of the perganahs, and pro- 
te<Sting the dependents and lervants of 
the fircar, and damaging the affairs of 
the^ fircar. Now repeated directions 
fhall be fent, . that they are to refiain 
from fuch proceedings; and further, 
confidering the officer of the government 
as m^gifirate where they are, in cafe

they are to appear before that magiftrate 
and have them fettled. 

Let your Excellency’s inftrudibns 
be fent to &e fougedars and officers, 
that they, are to determine diiputes of 
our factors, with jullice and truth with- 
out partiality j and, if any one com- 
plains againit a fad;or, to lend for him^ 
and fettle the. affiair, face to face ; and 
if a fa<aor has a complaint againll any 
one, to confider it well, and fo deter- 
mine it. 

I T has been written to the chiefs of 
Iflamabad and Luckypoor, that they 
fhall riot make fait works, nor hinder 
the merchants and farmers of the fait 
works, that pay revenues to the govern- 
ment, but to buy what they want of 
them at a reafonable rate. The two 
letters to the chiefs aforefaid, being in- 
clofed with this addrefs. 

An order will be lent to the chiefs 
and fervants of all our faftories, that 
they are not to farm or buy lands ; and 
whatever they may have bought here- 
tofore to refign it.

But from feveral places, there is 
come complaint, that the officers of the 
fircar importune for former colledtions, 
and beat, bind, and confine &e people, 
which doings, are far frcwa being juft. 

Let your Excellency’s orderbe pafled, 
that they return back the price of the 
purchafe, and never demandold accounts. 

The chiefs and fervants of the fac- 
tories will be direQ:ed, that they are not 
to hinder the brokers and weavers oLthe 
government. " 

And if your Excellency is not pleaf- 
ed, that the money and bullion of Eng- 
lifh gentlemen and their fadlors fhould 
be made into ficcas, in the mints of Azi- 
mabad and Ichangirnagurr, and by it 
there will be a lofs to the fircar ; let the 
drogas of thofe places be ordered, not to 
receive the money and bullion of the 
Englifh to be made into ficcas. But, 
upon hearing this, the money-changers 
will demand as exchange juft what they

• I T is hoped, that a perwannah will 
be ilTii^ out fti- the Naibs of JVIoorflie- 
dabad, Ichangimagurr and Azimabad, 
that the exchange on money of the Eng- 
lifh Company and gentlemen, fliall be 
taken according to the market curren- 
cy; and 'inv cafe- of e^^on, to bring 
the money-changers to punilhment. 

Directions will be fent to the fac- 
tor (gomaftah) at Gwalparah, that he is 
to tranfaft bufinefs of traffic, as was the 
cufiom heretofore j and he is not to 
trade with the people of the mountains ;

to you, I fliall be very much offended 
with you, nor will I in future pay any 
regard to your complaints ; and take care 
to adf agreeable to. this fingle writing, re- 
garding it of as much force, as writing 
a thoufand times.”

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"Extradl of a Confultatlon of the lyth of 
January, 1763. (Prefent Mef. Amyatt, 
Hay and Watts.) 

** A S it appears from the confultatlon 
’ xJL of the 2 2d of March, that it was 
then refolved to call for the opinion of. 
the field-officers, in a cafe wluch the 
Board efteem fimilar to this j and as 
they think, that the ilTue of the prefent 
matter muft highly concern the national 
honor, and the Company’s bufinefs. 

Agreed, we fend for major Cafnac 
to the Board, to take his feat, aiid 
in our deliberation on the fubftaiiiic of' 
thefe letters. 

The major being come to the council- 
room, takes his feat at the Board. Read 
again the Dacca letter, dated the i oth 
inftant, with the tranflates entered above, 
of the two Perfian papers which were 
inclofed. 

The Board having maturely confider- 
cd the fame, are unaninioufly of opinion, 
that in the letter from the Prefident to 
Coffim Allee Cawn, he alTumed a right 
to which he was no ways authorized ; 

that 
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that the regulations propofed by him, are 
difhonorable to us as Engliflimen, and 
tend to the ruin of all public and private 
trade ; that thePrefident's iffuing out re- 
gulations independently of the Council, 
is an abfolute breach of their privileges ; 
and that, therefore, diredlions Ihould be 
fent to Dacca, to fulpend paying any re- 
gard to die regulations and orders, which 
the Nabob has fent to their factory; 
and as the Nabob has declared, in his 
letter to the Naib of Dacca, that he 
will turn out thofe Engliflimen, or their 
gomaftahs, who will not comply with 
thefe defl;rud:ive regulations j it appears 
to the Board of the utmoft importance, 
and they are further of opinion, that 
the abfent members fliould be immedi- 
ately called to Calcutta (excepting the 
chiefs of Patna and Chittagong, whofe 
diftance from the Prefidency, may render 
their coming inconvenient and prejudici- 
al to the Company’s affairs) that the 
whole may be confulted on a matter of 
fuch high confequence, and a plan be 
eftabliflied for the fecurity of .our .com- 
0.4 . merce. 
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iperce, and for the proper conducing of 
the, country correfpondence. 

Agreed, that we write accordingly 
in the terms of the above minute to 
Dacca, Coffimbuzar, and Luekypoor, 
direfting the chiefs to repair immediate- 
ly to Calcutta j but as the.diftance from 
Burdwan is fo ery fmall, and Mr. John- 
ftone’s prefence muft be eflentially necef- 
fary there, at this fealbn of the heavy 
collections. ' ; - 

Agreed, that pur letter to him be 
only to hold hiipfelf in readineis j|o^]^ 
pair to Calcuit?^ on, receipt our' iur* 
ther orders. '

The fame being now read, the Board 
are of opinion, that they liifficiently ac- 
count for, and vindicate theie gentlemen 
in that traniaClmn." 


Though 
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. Though it was with reludtance that 
I could bring myfelf to fit as a member 
of the fame Board, with perfons who 
had treated me fo injurioufly ; yet, as I 
Bill had hopes that it might be in my 
power to prevent the execution of the 
<fcligns, which were laid for breaking 
with the Nabob ; though I had no other 
arms than the redlitude of my intenti- 
ons, and the propriety of the meafures 
which I had taken, to oppofe to thefe 
violences ; I refolved to anfwer with 
temper and coolnefs all their objedions j 
and to Ihew the ill^ality of their pro- 
ceedings, that if I could not bring them 
to reafon, I might yet obviate any pre- 
tence, which they might form to bring 
on the rupture, which fome of the 
leaders * were certainly now meditating ; 
although, I believe, many of the mem- 
bers of the Council were not aware that 
things would be carried fo far. 

• My anfwer to, and rernarks upon, 
the beforementioned proceedings, were 

deliver- 

* I have often declared, both' before <his time 
and fince, that major Carnac and Mr. Ellis were 
the perfons I here mean. 
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delivered into Council the ill of Febfu- 
ary, as follows. 

^he Governor s Minute in ConJuUation, 
February i, 1763. 

T HAVE read, with great furprize, 
the minute of your ccmfultation df 
the 17th ultimo, upon Meff. Johnllone 
and Hay’s letter of the 14th ; and upon 
the Dacca letter of the loth, accompa- 
nied with my anfwer to the Nabob; up- 
on the fubjed; of the propofed r^ula- 
tions for the private inland trade.^ I 
end^vor to point out ' the wrong^ 
have done me ; and the injullice, as well 
as indecency of the refledions with which 
MelT. Johnftone’s and Hay’s faid letter 
is filled ; and which I wonder Ihould 
efcape your cehfure, much more that 
they Ihould gain your approbation. 

The Honorable the Court of Di- 
redors, as well as their fervants here, 
have always underllood a diftindion be- 
tween the trade in articles imported, 
and to be exported by Ihipping, and the 
private inland trade, that is, the trade 

from 
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from place to place in the country, in 
commodities produced and confumed in ' 
the country i of which fait, beetle-nut, 
and tobacco, are the chief articles. For 
the former trade, the Company’s duf- 
tuck has always been granted j but the 
latter, has been carried on with the duf- 
tuck of the country - government, and 
their duties paid ; but thofe duties being 
different in different places, and even 
varied at the fame place, according to 
the difpofition and authority of the Na- 
bob’s colledlor, and the degree of /orce 
with which the Englifh gomaftah could 
back his refufal, a fixed regulation was 
thought neceffary, to prevent the num- 
berlefs difputes occalioned by this com- 
merce in different parts of the province. 
Our Honorable Maflers have exprefly 
ordered, in more than one of their let- 
ters, that the trade in fait and beetle- 
nut fhall not be carried on to the preju- 
dice of. the revenues of the country go- 
vernment. And yourfelves, gentlemen, 
in your letter of the 15th of November, 
tranfmitted me a lift of the fhahbunder 

duties 
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duties, ufually paid by th? gentlemen at 
X^uckypoor, upon fait and tobacco, in 
order to affift me in finally fettling thofe 
matters with the Nabob upon a folid 
plan. Can that plan be folid where no- 
thing is fixed ? And where the Englifh 
gomaftahs fhall be under no controul^ 
but regarding themfelves far above the 
magillrates of the country where they 
refide, take upon them to decide not 
only their own difputes with the mer- 
chants and inhabitants, but thofe alfo of 
one merchant and inhabitant with ano- 
ther ? Or is it poffible, the goveinment 
can colledt their due revenues in fuch 
circumftances ? 

The plan for carrying on the private 
inland trade, contained in my letter to 
the Nabob, is the fame in fubftance, as 
the articles which, in my joint letter with 
Mr. Raftings of the 1 5th of December, 
we mention to have propofed to the 
Nabob. It is fuch a plan, as feemed to 
me to be moft conformable to the Com- 
pany’s intentions in refped: to that trade, 
moft confiftent with the rights and true 

interefts 
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intcrelb of their fervants here, and with 
common reaibn and equity. And I call 
on you gentlemen, in the hrA place, to 
prove, that I have affuwted a right, to 
mibicb I ‘1^ no wayi autborixed ; that 
the regulations propofed are ^omorahle 
to you as l^glifhmen, and tend to the ruin 
qf aH puhHek and private' trade ; which 
are tl^ terms in which you have been 
pleafed to exprefs your opinion : and in 
the Second place, to form a plan your- 
feivesi, which lhall be more conforma- 
ble to the good purpofes beforemen tion- 
ed j sand -with regard to which, I am 
perfuaded our honorable mailers will not 
give the ^ndtion of their approbation to 
this new trade. 

Foa M filch a ^an, gentlemen, and I 
will fubicribe to it with pleafure, and 
engage the Nabob ihall do the fame. 

For ray own part, I think that the 
honor and dignity ol our natron wouM 
be better maintained, by a fcrupulous 
and careful reflraint cf the duftuck, than 
by extending it beyond its ufual bounds; 
and by putting ourgOmaftahs under ibme 

checks, 
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checks, than by fuffering them to exer- 
cife an authority in the country, every 
one according to the mean& put into his 
hands, and* thereby bringing an odium 
upon the name of the Englifh, by re- 
peated violences done to the inhabitants. 

The Dacca gentlemen, in their let- 
ter of the loth, reprefent, that thby 
lhall fuffer greatly if fuch regulations 
take place. It is not as to the duty 
they complain, hut the being - oblig^ 
to apply to the Nabob’s officers fiir duf- 
tucks, and having their gomaAal^ or 
fervants Inbje^b^ ta-ffie 
the zemindars, and their cucherrees. 
The gentlemen at Calcutta have never 
found any difficulty in getting the Hoog- 
ly dujftuck for their fait to go up the 
country ; nor have we ever thought it 
either inconvenient or diffionorable, to 
apply for it to the officers of the govern- 
ment. This is the only article we deal 
in here, that falls under the defeription 
of the inland trade. The Dacca gen- 
tlemen either do not or will not under- 
iland that delcription j whenthey lay, the 
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chief is enjoined [by the Governor s let- 
ter to the Nabob) not to give a duf- 
fuck for any article that is the pro- 
duce of Bengali and to pay a duty of 
nine per cent, to the Nabob on every 
merchandize not brought in or fent by 
fea. The diftindiion mentioned in my 
letter to the Nabob is, that all goods, 
import^ or for exportation by (hipping, 
Ihall go as ufual with the Company’s 
dufluck, and be fubjedl to no kind of 
demands j and all goods, the produce 
of this country, for inland trade, Ihall 
pay duties to the country government, 
and go with their duftuck. Now the 
principal articles of this inland trade are^ 
as I have mentioned in all my letters to 
the Board, lalt, beetle-nut, and tobacco, 
produced and bought in one part of this 
country, and fent to other parts of the 
fame country for fale and confumption j 
articles which, before the -troubles, we 
were forbid to trade in j but which our 
influence fince has enabled us to deal in, 
although with many objeiftions from the 
country government, and frequent com- 
plaints from the country merchants, who 
’ ufed 
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ufed to live by that trade. However, 
it has never been regarded as a part of 
our firmaun privilege, and we have been 
contented to carry it on with the duftuck 
of the country government, and paying 
their duties. The prelent regulation is « 
intended only to give us a confirmed 
right to a benefit heretofore always dif- 
puted, and upon terms, which feem to 
me very reafonable. 

Now as to the gomaftahs, it is pro- 
po^d in my letter to ^the Nabob, that 
orders fliall be given to forbid them in- 
juring the countiy.people- and inhaw-, 
tants, or protecting the dependents and 
lervants of the fircar, that in cafe of their 
having a dilpute with, or complaint a- 
gainft any merchant or inhabitant of 
the country, they lhall lay fuch difpute 
or complaint before the officer pf the 
government, to be determined in the 
proper courfe of the jurifdi^on cd" the 
country j and,, in like manner, if any 
one Ihould have a difpute with, or com- 
plaint againft the gomaftah, the gom^- 
tah ihall appear before the officer of the 
government, to have it fettled. In both 

cafes 
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cafes if the gomaftah thinks himfelf ag- 
grieved by the decifion, he may appeal 
to his employer, and he to the Governor* 
at Calcutta. 

^ Nothing here is meant to afie^, nor 
can affed: our rights over the weavers, 
who receive advances for the Cojmpai^’^s 
cloths, ^d who have nodiiii|f to do 
with 'rents Of employtnente, under the 
country government, are hot underftood 
to be their dependents or fervants, and 
therefore may and ought to b^^oteded 
againft any unjWl demands go- 
vernment’s officers, at the difcr^oh of 
the chief of the fadory to which they 
belong. But it is not to theie gomaftahs 
fo many ads of oppreffion are charged, 
their bufinefs is plain and fimple, they 
have oidy to make the ufual advances to 
the weavers, and fee that they perform 
their contrads j and being immediately 
under the eye of one or other of the fac- 
tories, theycannotbeguilty of great extra- 
vagancies. The complaints come from the 
diftant comers of the province, asRunge- 
poor, Poorneea, Dinagepoor, RangametT 
VoL. II. R tee. 
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tee,Gwalparah, Silhet, Backargunge,&c. 
where, if thofe complaints are trae, the 
EngKfh gomaftahs being under no con- 
troul of their mailers, defpife Mid ill 
treat the officers of the government, fet 
themfelves up forjudges and magiftratcs, 
hear disputes between the inhabitants, 
and extort fines, force the merchants to 
buy their goods, at more than the market 
price, and to fell what they require as 
much below it. Hie complaints I lave 
received of this fert are innumerable. I 
havedone my utmc^l tofind oiit.the^th> 
and get redrefe and, put tm end to ^em, 
by forwarding copies to the chief of the 
fadlory, nearcfi: the place where the caofe 
of complaint has arifen, and defiring him 
to enquire into it j but for the moll part 
I have had no other fatisfadlion than the 
gomaftahs flat denial of the fad:. The 
places being very diftant, a proper exa- 
mination of witnelles is almoft impoffi- 
ble, either before this Board, or any of 
the fubordinates ; how then are ^h 
difputes to be fettled, or the truth dilco-. 
vered ? I am far from that the 

method 
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method I have propofed is free from 
objcdlion, becauie I am very fenfible, 
many the officers of the government 
will not execHte their authority impar- 
^ally« and many will gladly take every 
opportunity of t^ftrufting our gomaf* 
tahs, and particularly in this new com-< 
merce i but I can^t think of a bettar 
plan, and it is certainly mt^e agreeable 
to reafon, and the pra<ftice of all na- 
tions, that the juriffik^ion (hould be in 
the hands of the proper officers of the 
government, than our agents and go- 
maAahs, ^^o are permitted to refide 
there only as trading fa<Si(M'S, and where, 
neither the law of oor country, nor the* 
powers intnifted to us by the Company, 
give ^ itiy judicial authori^. 

I WISH, gentlemen, you may form a 
better plan, fince you do not approve 
of mine ; but if it fhould appear, that 
this trade cannot be carried on without 
invefttng our gomailahs with an armed 
force, and authority to exercife that 
force over the inhabitants, at their dif- 
cretion, I think it fhould be forbid;

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and we content ourfelVes with carrying 
our trade, as far as the Company carry 
Juid fo far we fhall be fure of 
■flie proteftion of their force, under the 
dire^ion of one or other of the fa£to- 
fies, who will be anfwerable to the 
Board for the ufe they make of it, which 
the gomaftahs are not; and therefore 
fuch an authority fhould not be trufted 
in their hands. 

Messieurs Johnftone and Hay com- 
plain, th^ I fent' a perfoh to enquire 
into the tni^ of complain^,' ag^dnil 
Idle Englllh gomaffehs in 
and they dignify a poor Banyan, with 
the title of inquifitor. My letter to 
thofe gentlemen from Mongheer, will 
Ihew the only authority with which tfiat 
perfon was invefted, and as they have 
not laid before you a copy of that ♦letter

1 have always pdd cuftoms upon my private* in- 
land trade ; that is, the trade frmn place to place 
in ^ country, m commodities produced in the 
country, as fait, &c. and I have underftood it to 
be generally admitted, that we ought to pay citf- 
toms, like other merchants, upon fuch private trade, 
and that all have done it, who had a {hare in it, 
which you know are but few, and that but lately. 
If the fougedar of Rangamettee demanded only fuch 
cuftomary duties (and his letter implies nothing 
more) he is certainly tK>t to blame, as he had orders 
from the Nabob fo ft> do, and it is what I think tSe 
Nabob has a right to infill on ; but it is abfolutely 
neceffary thofe duties {hould be fixed, and publicly 
known to every body, and that they Ihould be col- 
leiled at once, at the place of purchafe; which 
are points 1 am, endeavoring to get fettled; and I 
{hall be obliged to you, if you will write to Mr. 
Robinfon for a li{l of the duties demanded by the 
fougedar. 

Very certain it is, that many Englilh agents and 
gomaftahs, and particularly thofe belonging to the 
Dacca gentlemen, have pradtifed a method of car- ,

-Tying on bu/inefs, etdied in this country Barja and 
Kichcruut ■, that is, forcing the raerchants and ihe^ 
beepers to take their goods at thirty, forty or fif- 
ty per cent, above the market price. The complaints 
1 had of this, and other oppreffions pra^lifed by 
Mr. Chevalier, and the gomaftahs emidoyed under 
his dire&ion, were without number i when I fkfir- 
«d of Mr. Cartier to redrefs thrde grievances, I was 
fore to receive from him in anfwer a letter 
•Mr. Chevalier, draiying adl the fiids, and fo the 
enquiry'ftopped, but foe eom^rats were renewed 
with fre& inftances v I therefore fent two aumils, 
about fix or feven months 'ago, to enquire on the 
fpot, whether fuch pradices and vexations exifted 
or not ; if they did, to warn foofe concerned in 
them from me, that they foould be punifhed, if 
they did not defift ; and if that warning proved in- 
effechial, as I fufpeiled it would, to return to me, 
with an account of what they faw and heard. This 
their commiOlon is plainly expre&d, both in Perfian 
^nd Englifli, in the inftru£lioiis which Gongaram 
^ Metre produced to Mr. Robinfon ; and therefore I 
am furprized, how that gentleman can apprehend, 
that bis coming can obftrmSt his juft dealings. / If 
Mr. Robinfon pradlices the unjuft methods before-

ped. I will not Hay that Googaram Metre, or the 
other, whofe name is Ram Govend, have not ex- 
ceed their commiffion ; it is likely enough they 
iti^, as the people of this cwintry are very apt to 
do j but if they have, Mr. Robinlbn Ihould have 
motioned the inflances. I have, however, order- 
ed them both to return, as they have had time e- 
nough to inform themfelver, whether the com- 
plaints I received from the zemindars. See. were 
well grounded or not. 

I fend you inctofed, an order from the Nabob to 
the Rangamettee fougedar, enjoining him on no ac- 
count, to obftruft the trade of any Englifli gomaf- 
tah, to demand no more than the ufual cuftoms, and 
that only upon the inland,trade from place to place 
in the country; but for the trade to and from 
C^eutta, and all foreign parts, on no account to 
require any duties from tbofe who have the Com- 
pany’s dufruck. 


I am, &c. 
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The moft material of thcife 
^at have lately been prclented to me, 
are heceimto annexed from No. II. to 
No. XI., and I think the putting a ftop 
to any abufcs that may bl pradhfed under 
the -authority of the Englifh flag, is an 
attention lb wordiy of tids government, 
that one or more members of the Board, 
or feme of the fenior fervants, Ihould 
be fent to inform themfelves upon the 
Ipot, how far the complaints are true, 
and make their report to the Board. . 

Me s s I £ u r s Jphnftone and Hay If- 
iert, diat ordering 

gmaettee fougedar, to receive the ufual 
duties on goods for inland trade, is con- 
trary to the articles of our treaty with 
the Nabob, and reduces us again to 
thofe privileges we enjoyed before the 
time of .Meer Jaffier. 

I HAVE referred more than once to 
the treaty with the Nabob Jaflier AUee 
Cawn, and do not find that it.^rants iis 
any new privileges of trade ; and Colond 
dive, who cert^nly underftood that 
treaty as well as any one, never would 

grant 
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grants duftuck for fait, or any other ar- 
ticle of trade, which had not ufiially 
been granted by former govemore. 

Messieurs Johnftone and Hay in- 
finnate throughout their letter, in terms 
not to be mifundcrflood, that my realbn; 
for wifhing to reftrain other gendemehs 
gomaftahs is^ * that my own may have 
die n^re power, andi^ocure for me the 
greater profit. Although I ^ fatisfied, 
that fuch infini^ons would obtain lit- 
tle credit, yet it may not be improper 
^ produce fome inftances, that I fuffer 
equally with others, when any obftruc- 
tions do happen in our trade; and that 
1 am the firfl to prance u|xm my own 
conceras, the reftraint which I think 
fhould be laid upon our gomaftahs in 
generali For the firft I appeal to Mr. 
Amyatt, whether a number of boats of 
fait, belonging to me, were not flopped 
at Cutwa by the colledor of that gaut, 
at the fanie time with others, and de- 
tained^as long ? And for the lafl, I refer 
you to my orders of the 17th of .De- 
cember, and loth of January, to Mr.

. I w A s much dii^leafed with the Na- 
bob, fw his’ eagemefs in making ufe of 
my letter as a final agreement ; and for 
the ill judged power, which he had fo 
fuddenly put into the hands of his offi- 
'Ce« before my arrival in Calcutta, or 
any correfpondent orders could be fent 
on our part. However, in my letters 
to him, I endeavored to remove the a- 
larm given him by the extraordinary ap- 
pearances in Calcutta ; and to perfuade 
him to avoid /urnifhing, by any aft of 
retaliation or re&ntment, an occafioii for 
open hoftilities againfi him. Unhappily 
the jealoufies had arifen to fo great a 
height, that thefe palliatives had no 
longer Aeir effeft ; and from this period, 
I had not only to contend with the vio- 
lence of the gentlemen, who had now 
the rule of our affairs, but the confirm- 
ed diftruft and rage of the Nabob. Ac- 
cordingly I fhall have little to do in the 
fequel of this Narrative, but. to fliew by 

extraft# 
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from the ccMifultations, diefreps 
hf which the breach was gradu^j wi- 
dened* ati<l a daily encreafe of authority 
ihrminx into the hands of the fubordi- 
3Mie faftories ; until, at length, Mr. El- 
fis thought himfelf fufficiendy empow- 
ered to begin the war, with the attack 
of the city of Patna. 

T H E views of. the violenlr party in 
Calcutta, were but toa well ieconded 
by many of the Nabob's oeScers, vdid 
were for pacing at once from one ex- 
teeme to the odier. Having Imoa Imig 
under the jcke c^ cm 
no iboner had a prolpedb of hcing freed 
from it, than they in their turn would 
rule defpotically, and ufe their authority 
to unlawful purpofes. This gave our 
fiibordinate fadories daily opportunity 
of making finefh complmnts to Ae Board 
of the interruption of their bu&icfrs , 
which was always done with frrch cx-» 
aggerations, as fcryed to incretfr the 
frame. It ,was pretended our weavere ^ 
could not be protefbed, becaufr I had 
forbid the protecting dependents of the 
♦ country 
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cottfttry goTOTBineftt. The dependeots * 
of dK country govamment pkinly 
thofe who hold offices, trafis, or rests 
under the govmuiKiit;^ and thoe is an 
effi^l^ed dilhn^liod hetvnBea . them, 
and the weayers, who are feg»dbd as 
dependents of the merchants who em- 
ploy them j and this is a diiHndion 
well Jenown to all, hut thoie who ro’ 
paffion^wtmld not know it. I jfcfired 
this might be explained to the fnbordi- 
nate hrdories j and as the Board had re- 
ftdved that they would not confirro the 
regulations I had propofed, I kept in 1^ ^ 
hands the Nabob’s aiders for their ^ 
bliffimrait, and did not forward thooi 
the officers the gorernment ; and.di- 
reSions were font to die fubordinafo 
tones, to carry on their private trade'^al ' 
before, until the general Ccmncil fhouM 
have adembled, and fixed upon fuch 
ruks, as to than fhould focm m<^ pro- 
per.

In die 
prefent temper of the Nabob, this',' fo 
weak a title, can hardly fail of proving 
a frelh fource of dffpute.

To prevent fuch 
pleas on the part of the fubah, and to ef- 
tablifh our right to thefe lands, as to jag- 
heers, by the fulleil and mod authen- 
tic funnuds, and fuch that herej^ter may 
be ever indifputable, fhoidd other Euro- 
pean nations come to take part in the af- 
fairs of Bengal, feems a point extreme- 
ly requifite to be now confidered. The 
Company, for want of this matter be- 
ing clearly exjdained, mod probably 

liippofe. 
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fuppofe, that the prefent funnuds are of 
the moft extend ve and indifputable kind; 
-whereas in fad: our force, more than ti- 
tle *, can fuppo^jps in the ppffelEon of

I H A V E the utmoft confidence, gen- 
tlemen, that the refult of your delibe- 
rations will be fuch, as to convince our 
Honorable Mafters, that yon are, inca- 
pable of being influenced by the ipirit 
of party, or any mercenary motives j 
and that your only views are the prefer- 
vation of their honor and intereft, and 
the maintenance of theit juft rights and 
privileges.”

I agree, therefore, in 
the neceffity of entering into artidea of 
agreementwith the Nabob, fuch.a8 ib|U 
appear moft proper . for regtdatii^ the 
manner of carrying on our trade in thofe 
articles, whSefo before trontdetf ; 
to be deemed illicit ; and for confining 
the government’s officers, and our go- 
maftahs, within the due bounds of their 
refpedive employments ; of which ar- 
ticles, copies ihould be given to every 
officer of the government, and every go- 
mafiah, for their guidance. In then^an 
time, I have made the ftrongeft repre* 
fentations to the Nabob, upon the vio- 
lences committed by his officers in dif- 
ferent parts* in dired violation of Ae 
agreement between us. Copies of my 

letters 
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letters to the Nabob, Syed Mahomed 
Gawn, and Mahomed Alice Beg, are 
hereunto annexed. I lay before you 
likewife a number of complaints tranf- 
mitted to me by Syed Mahomed Cawn, 
from the zilladar^ knd other officers of 
the feveral dilhri^, under his immedi- 
ate direction, and which it will be ne*- 
cedsuy to take under coofideradon, at 
the time of debadng upon the intended 
regulations, that fuch of them as appear 
well grounded, may be remedied.” 

Fresh complaints from the Patna 
and Dacca faQiories were read at this 
confultatiom: from jhe former, that fome 
bullocks loaded with the Company's ^t» 
petre were flopped at one of the chokeys 
CH* guards;^ and from the latter, that 
great obftruOlions were given to their 
private trade at Sirampoor. On the 
other hand, a number of reprefenta-

ders. The encouragement given Nobit 
Roy on occafion, has indeed him 
to feize.and carry away " by force aH the 
dealers of this gunge, to detain bc^ts 
loaded with pur own particuli|p fnopei*^ 
having duftucks, amd to fend the chi^ 
word, that he will not fuflfer a fiirthcr 
^pbrtation of grain. He has Hkewife 
publickly puniflied three boatmen, who 
have been long employed in this fervice ; 
and made proclamations through die city, 
that whoever brings grain to the Englifli 
(hall be tr^ted in the faihe manner ; 
which can be cohftraed in no other light, 
ihw a determination to difirefs us in the 
moft tender ^int, viz. fhat of the necef- 
feries of life. 

After fuch infolence on lus part, 
an obfervance of pundilios on ours would 
he truly ridiculous, and alfo defervedly 
fiibjed us to the imputation of being 
wanting in our duty to thofe we ferve,

Rajebullub acquainted thie Nabob with 
Mr. Ellis’s defire; and recaved orders 
from hiin to fiiut ail die gates aniT out- 
lets of the city, except dieeaft jwid^ weft- 
gates, of which he aHvlfrd “l^rt Ellis, 

and 
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and defired, that he would order rfiat 
none of the Europeans fliould go into 
the city j and ^titich of the people of 
the as had bafinefs 'there» fhould 

enter by the weftetn gate. Mr. BUis 
wrote to RajebuUub in anfwer,- #at 
the fhutting the Burbunha wicket would 
put a ftop to all the budnefe of thecae- 
tory,;and that thcrcfore'he ifauft hot ^nt 
it ; and, at the fame time, he reprefentJ^ 
ed to the Board, the inconvenience that 
would attend the fliutting it, the weft- 
gate being diftant from the fadlory at 
leaft half a mile ; and mentioned, that 
RajebuUub had begun to raile a wall 
from the balHoo, next idle faftory down 
to the river, thereby to prevent all com- 
munication j inlbmuch, that no boat 
could track up to the faftory j and that 
the confequence of allowing it, would 
be the obliging all boats to pull up the 
other fide of the river. At the fame 
time Mr. Ellis fent people to prevent 
the Burbunna wicket being fliut, or the 
outlet by the water-fide doled. Iii 
confultation pf the 22d of ‘February, 'I 
U 2 was 
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defired by T:he Board to write to the 
Nabob, to requeft him to order the Bur- 
bo^aa gate to be left open ; and in the 
'letter to Mr. Ellis, where he is acquaint- 
with this refolution, it is added, that 
he fhould prevent the wall, or breaft- 
worf^ being carried on by the river-fide, 
fo far as it might obftrufl: boats tracking 
up on that fide of the river. Agreeably 
to the refolution of the Board, I wrote 
to the Nabob, defiring he would Order 
the Burbunha wicket to be left open^br 
the convenience of our fa>6iory ; aad 
th0 Nabob ^vb ofdbf^^^brdih^y. 

Thus the affair relied till I came to 
Mongheer, when the Nabob reprelent- 
ed the inconvenience of having thofe two 
outlets left open. ** That the feepoys, 
and other people of the faftory, often 
came into the town by thofe ways, quar- 
relled with the inhabitants, and Sunder- 
ed or ill-treated them, and elcaped again 
to the faitory, without its being poffible 
to bring them to juftice ; and that be- 
fides, the town could not be in a ftate of 
defence, until the paffage by the river- 

' fide 
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fide was fec'ured.” As I was going to 
Patna, I told the Nabob I flioiild be a 
better judge when I had feen the place 
niyfelf. Upon my arrival at Patna, I 
took a.view of the places with Mr. Ellis. 
The Burbunna gate was no doubt a con- 
venience to liich of the fervants of the 
feftory as refided in the city ; but to 
go round by the weftemr^gate is not, a 
greater inconvenience, than every per^m 
who has to do with a fortified town muft 
fubmit to, nor do I find that the Com- 
pany carry on any bufinefs in the city ; 
and as to the opening between the Moo- 
tanee baflion’and the river, it is fuch- an 
one, as no pcrfon, who has the charge of 
a fordfi^ j^lace, would on any account 
buffer. So far from being fecured by the 
EnglHh fiidoty, I can aflert, that it 
would be very eaty for an enemy to pafs 
by the fa<Sory by night, and enter the 
town before any alarm could be given. 
Befides, the factory itfelf, which is in 
no refpeft like a fortifitation, might be 
taken by an enemy, and the city there- 
by expofed to certain , deftruditMa, if 
U 3 this 
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RRuft be kft ^>en; a cgie 
which though not likely to. happen, yet 
ought cert^ttlyto be guarded agai^. 
As to the difficulty of boats going by 
the river-fide, it is a mere exaggeration, 
like many other parts of Mr. Ellis’a dif- 
fertations on thefe fubje^fs. BoatR will 
have only to row br warp a few ys^ds at 
the weft end, as they are already obliged 
to do at the eaft end, w^re^ as I have before 
obferved, the * Kella fto^ the paftage^ 
and where I law boats pafts up without 
^e l^ft difficulty; and it is w^ kBowB3| 
Aar th^ are ^ry" many ptacea hbeween 
this and Patna, where Iwmts cannot track 
on account of Ae jnnguls, Ae fteep- 
nefs of the banks, or oAer obfttuSions. 
Finally, as Ae city belongs to the Na- 
bob, and he is artfwerable for the ch»^ 
of it, and for Ae perfons and proper- 
ties of Ae inhabit Ats, he has an un- 
doubted right to fortify it in any manner 
he pleafes.

When the Council defired me to 
fettle a regulation of the private trade on 
a folid plan, either they ineant to ac- 
knowledge ^fopje rights in the Ndbob, 
or elle pretended to ihean fb, purpofely 
to deceive me, and aggravate, by this ar- 
tifice, our diiputes wi^ the government.

trade in all articles tq all comers of the 
country. If this vhas their refblution, I 
fay, they.fliould have declared It then, 
and I would have elhdeavored to make 
the Nabob iubmit to it, until ht chuld 
get redrefs froiri the court of diredors j 
but I believe the trufb is,; Aat the Coun- 
cil at the time they defired me to fettle a 
plan, and fehf me &e accouht of duties 
paid at Luckypdor for my guidance, did 
really mean to pay duties, and acknow- 
ledge die Nabob's rights, but other no- 
tions were iniftillei^into them afterwards. 

Then the^a^lo Ite1^rized,-aiat 
I found my authority on the plain ifenfe 
of the words of their letter, ef the 15^ 
of November, and ♦ fay,' thatdieir an- 
fwer to Mrl Haftings and me, dated the 
27th of December, |Hainly dcmonifeates, 
that they never gave, nor intended to 
give me power to conclude thofe regula- 
tions, or any other.

I medi, the 
duration of their actjuifiticais, atuflnfio- 
ence in this coufifry. Whatevw inay 
ferye to perpetuate and fix thcfe advan- 
t%es, though attended with a prefXit 
inconvenience, fboald he invariably pnr- 
fued ; and whatever prefent or tcmpo- 
tary conveniencies have a tendency to de- 
ftroy them, or to change our connexi- 
ons, fhould be for the fame realbn re* 
Aff -uidon between two powers, 
which ftand in need of each oth^’s af-^ 
fiftangCi and whofe intetefts agfe^, may 
endure for ^s: bet where fhat mu- 
tual dependence is wanting, and their in- 
tercfbareperpetually clafhing, dte great- 
eft efforts of human wifdom wililBafce- 
ly be able to unite them on any fidfd 
foundatiem. Such Unfortunately i§ our 
fituation m our alliance with the^Jabob. 

E e 3 His 
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His potver, if properly fuppoited, and 
a mutual confidence were efiablifhed be- 
tween us, would indeed afibrd us the 
greateft benefit and fecurit^. But the 
chief fource of difcord between us, arifes 
from the intricacy of owr ojnnoftions 
with him. Our lands (the leaft fubjeft 
indeed of contention, becauie divided 
by known and fixed boundaries) lie clofe 
to, and even in the midft of his. Our 
trade is circulated dirough every part of 
his/ country, and our agents and depen- 
dents intimately blended with his fub- 
jefts, without any bounds to mark .put 
the extent of his authority, and our own 
privileges. 

It is now propofcd to fix fuch a li- 
mitation, by abfolvingf every perfim em- 
plc^ed in our fervice from the ju^fdic- 
tion of the government. This, itis<true» 
will prevent then- iuffering any oppref- 
fioa, but it gives them a full. licence of 
oppreffing others ; fipce wlatever crimes 
they may comnut, the msgiflr^le mufi: 
patiently dopk on, nor dare even fo de- 
fend the liv^ or properties of the fiih- 

jedls 
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je£ts entrufted to his care, without a 
violation of our rights and privileges. 
Such is the caepedient propofed for the 
fecurity of our trade, and for prefcrving 
the tranquility of the country I 

Such a lyftcm of government cannot 
fail to create in the minds of the wretch- 
ed inhabitants an abhorrence of the Eng- 
lifli name and authority j and how; wHi 
it be poffible for the Nabob, whilft he 
hears the cries of his people, which he 
cannot redrefs, not to wifli to free him- 
felf from an alliance, which fubjefts him 
to fuch indignities ? 

I FORBEAR, at prefent, to take notice' 
of the methods, which arc to be 
piqued as checks of lucha licentiodls^ j 
but (hall briefly c^ferve, that if* the 
Chief|>.of the fa<51ories are to be 
the judges in all c&uies, in whkh thear^ 
gomaftahs are ebneerned, whatever their 
integrity may be, or how unbiafled lo^ 
ever their judgments ; yet ftich is the 
infatuation of mankind (not to ip^ak of 
Bengalees alone) that in ninet^-nihe’ 
cafes out of an hundred,’ they ‘will fa-- 
E e 4 ther 
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ther fubmit to oppreffion, tfaaft foriske 
their houfts* and travel with a crowd 
of witnefiefi to the ncardi fa^ry in 
.queft^ of jttftice, when they believe th«r 
judge to be interelled in the fuit againft 
them ; as there will be few inllajices^ in 
which it will not be in the power g/S the 
gomallah to conned; his own frauds or 
rogueries Widi the iotereft of his em- 
ployer, fo as to make it hazardous to 
eha^ze him*’* 

At the lame confultation a letter was 
received from Dacca,, iqelphng a oof^ 
of one which Mahomed Allee, the col- 
ledor there, had received from the Na- 
bob, on the fubjed of a complaint I had 
made of Ibme bales^of cloth belonging 
to me having been The Nabob 

reprimands Mahomed AUee, for not dif- 
tinguiduDg betwf^n the foreign trade, 
which would go with a duiluck j jand 
the inland trade, . which alone w^ to 
f&Y i and in the poftfeript* for- 
bids him to moled: any gonaalbdis/or.toi 
demand duties upon goods, which fhould 
have the Company’s, or ny duftuck.

ing a particular order in favour of my 
goma^ahs. Was not What I exped^, 
but defired to fare like odierS j- afid that 
his expreffing any particular regard to 
my intereft, would only give people aa 
opportunity of attempting to injiire mjr 
reputation. The Nabob’s letter* and 
my addrefs to him on the fubjeft, are 
entered in the margin *.

P. The Governor writes, that you impede 
the gomaftah for his private hulinefs ; there is no 
mention of private or public in the agreement ; yet, 
as he is my true friend, I now write, that if the 
faid gomaftah has the Company’:S or the Gpvernor’s 
duftuck, you are not to impede him. 

Extras of a Letter from the. Governor to Nabob. 

The Chief of Dacca fent me the copy of a letter 
wrote by you to Mahomed Alice Beg, in which he 
is ftri<SUy charged to take cuftoms according to my 
agreement ; and (although there is no diftincftion of 
perfons mentioned in the agreement, yet, as I have 
a proper friendlhip for you) not to interrupt the 
gomaftahs employed in my trade, who fliall be pro- 
vided with my duftuck, or the Company’s. The 
regulations contained in that letter, or agreement of 
mine, which I wrote in anfwer to your perwannah, 
in order to put an end to the difputes between your 
people and the Englilh gomaftahs, cannot now take 
place ; becaufe that, through the injurious beha- 
viour of Mahomed Alice Beg, and Syed Jelaul 
Bocary, and the other officers of the fircar, greater 

difturbances 
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j<Hned in a reprefentatie»» tp the Bo2rd, 
of obftraaions the;^^ inct, with in their 
private trade at Ra^^rttee. The in- 
juries ^ were ftich»* as re- 

quired immediate redrefs; it was re- 
folved therefore to fend a party of fee- 
poy& to feize the fougedar, and free the 
bu£nefs which was flopped. 

This* was followed by a like com- 
plaint from Patna, of their opium bufi- 
nefs being obftru&ed at Bahar, and du- 
ties demanded > but it concluded with 
advifing, that they fhould fend a party of 
ieept^s to protc^ their gpmaftahs.
